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CAPT, BACON'S ACCUSER

A FORMER EMPLOYE, DISCHARGED 
FOR DRUNKENNESS. 
fHE CHARGES PREPOSTEROUS AND NO PRE- 
TENSE OF INVESTIGATION—THE QUES- 
TIONABLE SOURCE WHENCE THEY CAME, 


The man who made the charges which 
are alleged to have led to the removal from 
office of Capt. George B. Bacon, Custom House 
Weigher ip charge of the Brooklyn district, is 
James Jardine, a former temporary assistant 
weigher, employed on the wharves south of 
Montague-street. He sleeps with a lot of “river 
speculators” in a crazy old float near the Wood- 
ruff Stores and hangs about the neighbor- 
ing saloons during the day. He is up- 
held in his new réle of charge-maker by 
one William Strong. The charges are of the 
most trivial and worthless character that could 
have been trumped up for political uses. The 
principal charge is to the effect that about seven 
months ago Jardine was ordered by the fore- 
man of the dock to pass 750 bales of jute with- 
out weighing, or, in other words, to enter in his 
weigher’s book the 750 bales which had not been 
weighed. The second charge, which is on a par 
with all that follow, says that one of the assist- 
ant weighers had at various times hired Jardine 
toadd upthe columnsof figures in his book 
during a particularly busy season. 

The first of these charges 1s as absurd as it 
is untrue. The fureman never ordered Jar- 
dine to pass 750 bales of jute. If Jardine 
did pass the jute it was because he was dis- 
inclined to weigh it, and did it without the 
foreman’s knowledge or consent. Viewed from 
& cOMmmon-sense standpoint it would have been 
the extreme of idiocy for the foreman to have 
ordered the jute to be passed, for the reason 
that his dismissal would have followed dur- 
ing the next six hours. The charge of a weigher 
hiring his book added up during a busy season 
isamere trifie. If such a thing did occur, which 
is doubted by the weighers in the Brooklyn 
district, it was done to enable Jardine to 
earn a little money to keep him from actual 
hunger. It is not denied in the Brooklyn dis- 
trict, however, that this second charge may be 
in parttrue. A weigher may have been so busy 


with a discharging cargo that he could not stop 
toadd upthe long columns of figures in his 
book, and to prevent delay at the office, and at 
the same time with a desire to give Jardinea 
helping hand, may have given Jardine 50 cents 
orsotocount up the columns, which in itself 
was purely a mechanical operation, as these fig- 
ures were afterward veriiled in the Weigher’s 
office, as the figures in ail the books are. 

For the past year Jardine has been ina par- 
ticularly wretched condition, About four 
monthsago he was discharged trom Custom 
House employment by Capt. Bacon for persist- 
ent and uncontrollable drunkenness. Since then 
he hasgone from bad to worse. He is locally 
known asthe “Inspector.” He got the title in 
& peculiar way. A big stevedore, soon after Jar- 
dine’s dismissal, came down to the Woodruif 
docks and asked the Weigher if he had heard 
that Jardine had become ar inspector. 

‘** No, 1 hadn't,” said the Weigher. “ Inspector 
of what ?"” 

* Inspector of Free Lunches! He’s living in 
the saloons and sleeping with the wharf rats.” 

Jardine, in spite of his dissolute habits, is very 
respectabiy connected. Heisason of Gen. Ed- 
ward Jardine,a weigher in the Hoboken dis- 
trict. For several years Gen, Jardine has had 

trouble with hisson. It was upon his own per- 
s0nal solicitation to ex-Surveyor Benedict that 
bis son was given Government employment. 
The young man was employed by the 
day, and by reason of his uncertain habits 
had employment only when there was an 
extra amount of work on hand. On one occa- 
sion young Jardine was helplessly drunk while 
weighing a cargo of iron under his father’s 
charge. A weigher half carried him to Gen. 
Jardine’s office and deposited him in a chair, 
with a description of his conduct. The old gen- 
tieman jumped to his feet (or rather to his foot, 
he having lost a leg in the famous July riots,) 
and buried his crutch at young Jardine with a 
good round exclamation of anger. 

“Get out of here, you loafer! I won’t have 
anything more to do with you!” 

Young Jardine and the crutch went tumbling 
down the stair together. Last Winter young 
Jardine lived at the Annex Hotel, in Brooklyn. 
While on a spree he got intoa fight and came 
out of it with a badly damaged visage and a 
sprained leg. He was laid upin bed the next 
day, unable to move. One of the weighers took 
pity on him and went over to Whitehall-street 
to inform his father. 

“Gen. Jardine,” said the weigher, “‘ your son 
is over in the Annex Hotel with a sprained leg 
and without a dollar to buy food with, and the 
proprietor has ordered him out of the house.” 

“Is, eh?” said the old gentleman, puffing com- 
placentiy at his pipe. Further than that he 
made no sign that his son was in existence. The 
weigher obtained a permit from the Mayor of 
Brooklyn and baG Jardine removed to the City 
Hospital. When Jardine came out of the hos- 
pital, six weeks later, Capt. Bacon took compas- 
sion on his wretched condition and gave him 

employment. The foreman, however, could 
scarcely trust him to weigh as much asa pound 
of stuff, and so incompetent did he become that 
Capt. Bacon was compelied to discharge him. 
The immediate cause of his dismissal was drunk- 
enness while attempting to weigh acargo of 
sugar at the Woodruff Stores about four months 
ago. The discharge was made permanent. 

Since his dismissal Jardine has been threaten- 
ing to prefer charges against Capt. Bacon and 
the assistant weighers. He has boasted that he 
kept a blue book containing names and dates to 
substantiate his claim of irregularities in the 
department. Notwithstanding these threats he 
borrowed money of the weighers with a reck- 
less disregard of his ultimate ability to repay. 
As these loans ranged in size from 2 cents up to 
10 cents, the man was looked upon as little bet- 
ter than an ordinary tramp. ‘* Why,” said a 
weigher yesterday, “it would take Jardine a 
year to earn money enough to pay back his five- 
cent loans. All his money went for whisky and 
beer. The way he does now is to beg 5 cents on 
the street. zo and buy a giass of beer, and work 
the free lunch counter for his dinner.” 

William Strong, who bolstered up Jardine’s 
charges with affidavits of his own, made the 
charge thatan assistant weigher once took city 
weight for a cargo of saltpetre to escape weigh- 
ing it himself. This charge is untrue, as it is 
denied not only by the weigher in question, but 
by the Brooklyn city weigher. Strong used to 
sweep outa saioon in Fulton-street for his din- 
ner. For some time he has been a makeshift 
laborer around the docks, Most of the time, how- 
ever, be does nothing but loaf around the shady 
sides of buildings. 

About 10 daysago Jardine and Strong made 
the confidential announcement to a choice knot 
of barroom loafers that they were going ,ovor 
to Surveyor Beattie to * fix things.” ‘I'he next 
day they went overto New-York, and on re- 
turning declared triumphantly that they were 

oing to have plenty of work hereafter; that 
Rarsarer Beattie was going to “ clean out” the 
department. This was followed by the request 
for Capt. Bacon’s resignation on the ground of 
“ grave charges” and * irregularities.” 

t is a significant fact that none of these grave 
charges and irregularities were investigated. 
Capt. Bacon’s resignation was demanded without 
even an attemptatinvestigation. Not one of the 
assistant weighers, nor yet the foreman him- 
self, was asked concerning the truth of Jardine’s 
idiotic charges. It seemed as though Surveyor 
Beattie and Collector Hedden were only wait- 
ing for some trivial excuse to reorganize the 
Brooklyn force by the appointment of Saloon- 
keeper Sterling, whose Government services 
consisted of irregular work asa laborer on the 
docks in 1872 and 1878. No one on the docks can 
recollect when he was an assistant weigher. He 
never was a foreman. 

The reorganization of the Brooklyn district 
force is expected to take place with sufficient 
rapidity to secure the political strength of the 
department in time forthe Fall campaign. In 
busy times there are nearly 400 men employed 
on the docks by the Government, and this force 
isexpected to prove very useful to scheming 
politicians of the river wards. Sterling’s candi- 
cacy for Capt. Bacon’s place was indorsed by the 
three Congressmen from Kings County. Con- 

ressman Mahoney had a man of his own named 

hil whom he wanted placed, but he kindly 
withdrew in favor of Sterling, who was said to 
have more “ inflooence” in matters of a political 
neture. Itissaidthat under Capt. Bacon the 
ruies of the civil service were ceaty cuserced. 
Nearly half the men under him were Democrats. 
One of Senator Mahone’s young men from Vir- 
inia is now an assistant weigher on the Brook- 
iyo docks. Four Democrats appointed by ex- 
ollector Robertson last year are working as 
assistant weizhers in the aistrict. 

Surveyor Beattie yesterday visited the Brook- 
tyn district and had a long talk with Weigher 
Sterling. It was expected that a number of re- 
movals would be made during the day, but up 
to 5 o’clock in the afternoon the existing order 
of affairs had not been disturbed. No onecould 
be found at the docks who was willing to talk 
about the ‘appointment of Sterling or of the 
charges preferred by Jardine and his partner 
Strong. In the neighborhood, however, and par- 
ticujarly among shippers who have dealings with 
the Custom House department, surprise was ex- 
pressed that so efficient a man as pt. Bacon 
should have been removed. It was considered 
entirely inconsistent with common sense that a 
chief weigher should be removed because of an 
irregularity confessed by one of his subordinates 
seven months after the affair is alleged to 
have occurred, and particularly as the chief 
weigher car only know of the details of the 
work of his department by the words and re- 
ports of hia subordinates. It is a physical im- 


possibility that the chief weirher should per- 
sonally superintend the discharge of every cargo, 


Upon returning to the Custom House after 
his visit to the Brooklyn district Surveyor Beat- 
tie was asked if he knew the character of the 
man who made the charges leading to Capt. 
Bacon’s removal. He turned his head half away 
from his visitor and spent nearly three minutes 
in arranging some papers on his desk before he 
spoke, Then he said: 

“It is entirely inconsistent with official cour- 
tesy to make public anything concerning the 
charges. I must decline to say anything.” 

“IT did not ask you about the charges. I asked 
if you knew Jardine’s character ?” 

here was another interval of painful silence. 
At the close of it Mr. Beattie said: ** I knew that 
he was a Custom House ;officer—a sworn assist- 
ant weigher.” 

“But he was discharged for drunkenness. 
Did you know that?” 


“AslIsaid before it is inconsistent in me to 
talk about the affairs of the department. I can- 
not and will not interfere with matters pertain- 
ing exclusively to the Collector.” 

**But you—” 

“Excuse me, I will not be: drawn into any dis- 
cussion on this subject.” 

Collector Hedden had a long interview with 
Surveyor Beattie late in the afternoon. When 
he came out of the Surveyor’s room his coun- 
tenance was as long as the moral law. 

Collector Hedden attempted yesterday to ex- 
cuse the disreputable appointment of George H. 
Sterling, the Brooklyn saloon keeper, as Chief 
Government Weigher in Brookiyn by saying 
that Sterling was indorsed by several respect- 
able business men of Brooklyn. The Collector 
says that yn | presented letters of recom- 
mendation from Jeremiah P. Robinson, Frank- 
lin Woodruff & Co., Campbell & Thayer, and Ar- 
buckle Brothers. The new. Brooklyn Weigher 
began to exercise his new powers on Friday. 
Some of the men in his district say that the first 
duty performed by Sterling was to tell several 
of his subordinates that he wanted them to at- 
tend the Brooklyn primaries, and vote for the 
— Cooper delegates to the State Conven- 

on. 

A report prevailed in the Custom House yes- 
terday that the removal of Deputy Surveyor 
Kibbe had been ordered. Surveyor Beattie re- 
ferred inquiring newspaper men to the Coilect- 
or, and Mr. Hedden said that he knew nothing 
about the matter.

JARDINE TELLS HIS STORY. 
CLAIMING THAT HE WAS SENT FOR BY 


SURVEYOR BEATTIE, 


James Jardine, or to use the vernacular 
of the docks, “Jimmy,” the man who 
preferred the charges against Capt. Ba- 
con's department, was found under 
the pier at the foot of Joralemon- 
street, Brooklyn, at a late hour last evening. 
In response to repeated knockings on the crazy 
door of the shanty upon the float of logs which 
he calls his home he came out in no very 
pleasant frame of mind. He was induced 
to leave the cholera breeding air in which he 
had been sleeping and repair toa neighboring 
saloon, where, in response to aseries of gues- 
tions, he told a reasonably straightforward story 
of his part in the affair which has cost an effi- 
cient weigher his official position. 

rambling and at times 
by saying that he was not going to 
say anythin at all, for the _ reason 
that he wanted to wait to see what Surveyor 
Beattie meant to do. He had been a weigher 
tor 17 years, he said, and had taught the Brook- 
lyn district men all that they knew about weigh- 
ing. But the Brooklyn district men, for some 
reason, had turned against bim and had suc- 
ceeded in driving him to the wall. He was go- 
ing to have revenge,Jhowever, and he meant to 
see the thing clear through to theend. The 
weighers had turnedj on him, and he was bound 
to turn on them. 

“What induced: you to -make the charges?” 
was asked. 

“Starvation ! he answered, fiercely. ‘* These 
men have thrown me out and spit on me, and 
I’ve got down so low that I’ve had no shoes on 
my feet, and no place to go,and made to sleep 
under the wharf like a rat—me, that 
has been used to the _ highest kind of 
living. Why, I never gota fair show! There's 
aclique over here among the weighers, and I 
wasn’t in it,andsoI had to go. Oh, I’ve been 
down pretty low. If it hadn’t been for this man 
that keeps this here saloon 1’d have starved to 
death.” 

“It these men were against you and deter- 
mined to drive you out, why didn’t you goto 
Capt. Bacon about it ?” 

“Why didn’t 1? Because I did go, and I said 
to Capt. Bacon that his men were no good, and 
that Charles Dake ought to be turnea off. It’s 
Dake’s doings. He’s at the head of the gang ?” 
' “What did Capt. Bacon say ?” 

“ Nothin’ at all; he simply turned me off, and 
said that Dake didn’t like me. It was Dake that 
did it. Why, I know enough about Dake to 
send him higher than a kite.” 

“ How did you happen to make these charges 
at this particular time.” 

“It didn’t happen. I wassent for. A special 
agent came to me and says, ‘ Well, Jimmie, you 
ought to be ashamed of yourseif.’ Says I, * What 
tor?’ ‘For letting these fellows run you out 
and you doing nothin’ to get back at ’em.’”’ 

Jardine then told in a mysterious way the cir- 
cumstances attendizg the making of the 
charges. After being “seen” by the 
special agent, who was an old friend 
of his by reason of their official work to- 
gether, he was “sent for” to go to Surveyor 
Beattie’s office. He “+ oy mildly. He told 
Surveyor Beattie that he was a Republican 
and that he did not ' expect office 
under a Democratic Administration. “ Now, 
never you. mind about that,” Mr. Beattie 
said. *“We_ are not talking olitics 

Then the charges were placed in 

Beattie’s hands, and before Jardine could 

catch his breath Capt. Bacon’s official head had 
fallen into the basket. 

“Did you expect that Capt. Bacon would be 
removed ?” was asked. 

** No, I didn’t,” he replied without hesitation. 
“It was Dake that I expected would have to go. 
I didn’t think they would touch Bacon.” 

“There was nothin’ agin’ Bacon,” interrupted 
the saloon keeper, who seemed to be the sharer 
of Jardine’s secrets. “There was no charges 
made agin’ him. He'd been here along time, 
had Bacon.”

DORES’ CUPS EASILY. 
THE GRAYLING WINS THE OTHER AND THE 
CLARA A SWEEPSTAKES RACE—MR. 


TAMS LAYS OUT A REMARKABLE COURSE. 
The Yankees who builded the Puritan 


were wise in their generation. So were the two 
officers of the New-York Yacht Club who paid 
the bills for the Priscilla. If neither of these 
boats had been available in the race for the 
America’s Cup the Englishman who came 
over to get it would have succeeded easi- 
ly. This was demonstrated yesterday in the 
races for the Commodores’ cups, over an alleged 
40-mile triangular course, outside of Sandy 
Hook, when the Genesta easily ran away from 
a whole fieet of schooners, sloops, and cutters, 
and had time enough to get half way back to 
her anchorage at Tompkinsville before the race 
was finished. The Commodores’ cups are two 
silver cups, valued at $1,000 each, offered by 
Commodore Bennett and Vice-Commodore 
Douglass, for all comers, regularly enrolled in 
any yacht club, the former for schooners and 
the latter for sloops and cutters, the cups to be- 
come the absolute property of the winners. 

The tug Luckenbach left Pier No. 3 East 
River at 8:15 o’clook, and there were on board 
Chairman Tams and Mr. Stebbins, of the New- 
York Yacht Club Regatta Committee, Fleet 
Captain Robert Center, Mr. John Harvey, the 
designer of several cutters of the fleet, and 
others. There was a lively breeze and a bounc- 
ing sea, and for some time previous to depart- 
ure, various gentlemen had. remarked to Mr. 
Harvey that it was fine cutter weather, although 
they looked just as if they didn’t mean it. The 
tug stopped at Tompkinsville for Mr. Busk, and 
again at Stapleton to put Mr. Olsen and 
hisred tin football on board the tug Ocean 


King, the stakeboat, which was waiting for or- 
ders. Then it proceeded out to Scotland Light- 
ship, passing on the way the Genesta and Ileen, 
in tow of thetug E, M. Millard. Outside the 
Hook the sea was not quite as turbulent as it 
was inthe Upper Bay, and the wind was some- 
thing less vigorous, but both promised well for 
the race. Around the light cruised the sloops 
Gracie and Daphne and the schooners Daunt- 
less, Fortuna, and Grayling, which were entered 
for the cups, as well as several others who were 
out for fun only. 

The Genesta and Ileen cast off their tow be- 
fore getting outside, and came out with their 
topsail set, and the sloop Atbion and the cutter 
Clara and Isis cruised comfortably down 
outside of the Hook and joined the fleet. The 
steamboats Grand Republic and Taurus, each 
with a fair load of spectators, tay to a little 
distance north of the lightship, and the flag 
ship Polynia and Mr. Alexandre’s steam 
yacht Vision circled about waiting for 
the start. Chairman Tams got his weather 
eye on the Luckenbach’s compass, and thought 
that the wind was about southwest. Then he 
proceeded to lay out a triangular course, 13}¢ 
miles on a side, and concluded that the direction 
of the first leg should be east by north. So he 
signaled the Ocean King to come alongside, 
sent aboard a basket of * fixin’s” and asked the 
Captain if he had his log aboard. Then 
he told Mr. Olsen to steam east by 
north, 13.6 knots, and heave over- 
board one of the two rafts bearing a red tin- 
crowned and red-flagged pole; then to steam 
southwest by west three-quarters west, with a 
little leaning toward five-eighths instead of 
three-quarters, until the log read 23.2 knots and 
plant the other raft. These courses were also 
duly inscribed upon the bulletin board, and the 
skipper of each contesting yacht, as it rounded 
under the stern of the tug, was exhorted to 
“ take it down and be sure about it.” 

Somebody began ciphering points of compass 
into degrees to see how Mr. Tams’s course fitted 
an equilateral triangle, and looked dubious over 
it. About the hour of 11 the Ocean King slid 
over the line to the east by north, and in due 
time the cautionary and starting — were 
given and the cutters Clara, Ileen, and 
Genesta went over with a mighty rush, with the 
wind nearly behind them. Then followed 
the schooners Grayling and Fortuna, the 
sloops Athlon and Gracie, the schooner 
Dauntless, the cutter Isis, and the sloop 
Daphne. Mr. Lapthorne, the English sailmaker, 
who came over to watch the Genesta’s canvas, 
was a guest on board the Isis. The big ocean 
steamer City of Rome, which was coming in, 
stopped outside the bar and turned her head 
toward the racers to see what it was all about. 
The leading boats, or two or three of them, got 
in each other’s wind for a short distance, but 
somehow the Genesta kept on sailing and 
opened out a gradually widening strip of water 
between herself and the Grayling and For- 
tuna, which were having a social sparring 
match. The Luckenbach pulled up her anchor 
and churned and fumed after the fleet, and final- 
ly got abreast of the leaders, and still the Ge- 
nesta kept on ee. Mr. Harvey remarked 
that he agreed with those who had chaffed him 
early in the day in the opinion that it was a very 
good day indeed for the cutters. The sloops 
Athlon and Daphne and the cutters Clara and 
Isis devoted their attention more to getting 
ahead of each other in the matter of a little 
sweepstakes among themselves than to the Com- 
modore’s Cups. 

So the contest proceeded, the Genesta still 
gaining, and finally the Ocean King was seen, 
pointing to the raft which marked the end of 
the first leg. When all the fleet had got its posi- 
tion the Ocean King steamed away on the sec- 
ond course. Mr. Chairman Tams looked atitin 
astonishment. So did others. The course it was 
steaming, instead of forming the second side of 
an equilateral triangle, made with the first 
course something like the cross-section of arazor 
blade. Mr. Chairman Tams began to meditate 
on his course. Somebody down on the lower deck 
ventured the suggestion that he had not given it 
out correctly by about four points, and, to put 
it liberally, the total length of the course would 
not be over 35 miles at the most. Mr. Chairman 
Tams finally conciuded that that was about 
what he made it, after all. The yachts bean to 
break tacks, Mr. Tams began to cipher out a 
new schedule of time allowances based on 385 
miles, and the Genesta kept on sailing away 
from her rivals. 

In course of time the second mark was 
reached. It wasn’t more than five or six miles 
from the lightship, the finishing mark. Twice 
134% is 2634. Twenty-six and two-thirds and 5 or 
6 make something like 82 or 33, and that was 
aboutthe length of the course. Mr. Chairman 
continued to cipher andthe Genesta continued 
to gain. In course of time the Englishman 
crossed the finish something like half 
an hour ahead of the nearest boat in 
the fleet. Again, in course of time, the 
rest of the fleet, or such of them as finished the 
course, flew past the mark, and the Ocean King 
came home. The Genesta won the single-stick 
cup, the Grayling the mug for schooners, and 
the Clara the sweepstakes. Quite a fleet of 
boats had collected around the finish line, in- 
cluding the Tidal Wave, Varunna, Intrepid, and 
Clio, the sloop Waterwitch, the cutter Stranger, 
and a steamboat or two. Their people fired 
guns and checred the Genesta, and then dis- 


persed, 

Whenthe Luckenbach anchored before the 
race in a position northwest of the Scotland 
Lightship there was a fresh southwest wind and 
the tide was on the last of the ebb. The wind 
outside of the Hook, however, was much lighter 
than in the Upper Bay, and even the little soap 
Daphne wasable to carry her club topsail wit 
all the stiffness of the Chairman of a regatta 
committee. There was littie swell and no chop 
on the sea, and consequently an agreeable re- 
action with everybody from the expectation of 
a vigorous tossing and a thorough drenching. 
The yachts that started were the schooners 
Dauntless, owned by Caidweli H. Colt; Fortuna, 
Commodore Henry 8S. Hovey, of the Eust- 
ern Yacht Club; Grayling, Latham A. 
Fish; the English cutter Genesta, sloop Gracie, 
Joseph P. Earle; cutter Ileen, E. M. Padelford; 
sloop Athlon, Dr. John C. Barron; the English 
cutter Clara, cutter Isis, A. Cass Canfleid, and 
the sloop op soy J. R. Maxwell, The schooner 
Gitana and the cutters Bedouin and Stranger, 
which were entered for the race, did not start. 
The preparatory signal was given at 11 o'clock, 
10 minutes before the starting signal, and after 
the latter the yachts were allowed five minutes’ 
grace to cross the line without being handi- 
capped. At the vreparatory signal the Gracie, 
Daphne, Isis, Athlon, and Grayling were far 
away toward the Hook, about due west from 
the ligbtship; the Ileen, Genesta, and Clara were 
about midway between those boats and the 
lightsbip, and the Fortuna and Dauntless were 
off to the northwest. 

As the first leg was to be a run before the 
wind, the yachts came down to the line with 
their spinnaker poles lowered and some of them 
with spinnakers already up in stops. They car- 
ried their booms on the port and their spinna- 
ker poles on the starboard side. They crossed 
as follows: Tleen, 11:11:03; Clara, 11:11:09; Ge- 
nesta, 7:11:30; Fortuna, 11:11:47; Grayling, 
11:11:59: Athlon, 11:13:59; Gracie, 11:14:48; 
Dauntless, 11:14:48, and the Dapnne and Isis. 
which were bandicapped, and therefore timed 
at 11:15, crossed respectively at 11:16:14 and 
11:17:30. The Genesta set her spinnaker flying 
as she went over, but had to run off to the 
northward to make it draw, as she was blanket- 
ed by the Fortuna. Instead of a club topsail 
she carried a sprit topsail. The Grayling 
crossed with her spinnaker set, and was, 
in fact, a perfect cloud of canvas, hav- 
ing in addition to her spinnaker and a huge club 
topsaila balloon staysail, balloon jib, and bal- 
loon jib topsail. Under this tremendous pres- 
sure of sail she forged right ahead of the cutters 
andthe Fortuna, which was slower in setting 
her light sails, and got a lead which she heid 
more than half way to the first mark. The 
Genesta, however, once free from the blanket- 





ing of the Fortuna, began to hunt the Grayling,

put the Fortuna had in the meantime aiso run. 


ahead of her, and it wag some time before she 


secured second place. The Gracie at first rapid- 
ly overhauled the leading boats, but the Daunt- 
less with her great spread of canvas got right in 
her wake and took away her wind. 

- Interest was given to the race between the 
smalier sloops and cutters by the fact that the 
were striving to win a sweepstakes of $1 
apiece. The competitors in this side contest 
were the cutters Clara and Isis and the sloops 
Athlon and Daphne. The cutter Clara, which 
was recently brought here from England, where 
she earned @ remarkable reputation, was sailing 
her first raceqghere,and the way in which she 
showed her heels to her adversaries must have 
made them stare. he even held on well to the 
Genesta and led the Gracie a long chase. At 11:50, 
when the Luckenbach was drawing upon the 
leaders, the yachts were stretched out in the fol- 
lowing order: Grayling, Genesta, Fortuna, 
Ciara, Ileen, Gracie, Athlon, Dauntless, Daphne, 
isis. The Genesta, however, was rapidly over- 
hauling the Grayling, and the Fortuna was also 
following the Genesta to the front. By 12 
o’clock both had passed the Grayling, and the 
Gracie had put the Ileen behind her, but had 
not yet overtaken the fleet little Clara. Soon 
after this the Genesta took in her sprit topsail 
and set her club in its piace, 

About 12:30tne wind hauled to south-southwest 
and spinnakers vanished like melting snow. The 
Geneeta was the leading yacht at the first mark. 
She rounded at 12:49:15, and was followed by the 
Fortuna at 12:50:23, Grayling, 12:50:55; Gracie, 
12:58:23; Clara, 12:54:33; Lleen, 12:54:38; Athlon, 
12:56:33; Dauntless, 13:56:48; Daphne, 1:03:30; 
Isis, 1:04:08. The Genesta, followed by the 
schooners—the Gracie, the Clara, and the Ath- 
lon—hauled up close on! the wind and stood 
southward on the starboard tack; while 
the Ileen, followed by the Daphne and 
lsis, went about immediately and _ stood 
northwestwardly on the port tack. Tbe wind 
was now considerably fresher, and the yachts 
that went southward headed into a pretty 
lively chop. The Grayling, much to the sur- 
pees ot everybody, went to the windward of the 

‘ortuna like a witch, while the old Dauntless 
was nowhere, The schooners Grayling and For- 
tuna stood to the southward until their topsails 
were mere specks upon the dip of the horizon, 
and when they went about upon the port tack 
they were abie to lay: their course straight for 
the second mark. 

There was too much chop on the sea for the 
Gracie to do well in the windward work, and 
consequently the Genesta walked rapidly away 
from her. She clewed up her topsail for a while. 
as did also the Genesta, but setit again at 2:2 
and after that did better. The Clara went away 
from the Ileen and the Athlon asif they were 
standing still, and foratime hung like a leech 
on the Gracie’s lee. Asthe Daphne and Isis bad 
taken another course it was impossible until 
they reached the second mark to determines 
how they were doing with the Clara. They were 
miles away to the northward and seemed to be 
in some other race, but it eventually turned out 
that they were giving the Claraa much closer 
race than either the Ileen or the Athlon, which 
are much larger boats. 

When the Grayling and Fortuna rose above 
the horizon it was discovered that they were 
having a very close and exciting race. The 
Grayling had a short lead, but the Fortuna was 
slowly narrowing the gap. For 10 to 12 miles 
they did not vary in their relative positions 
more than a few hundred feet, and after they 
rounded the second mark and freed their sheets 
the Fortuna was unable to catch the smart little 
centreboard schooner. 

The Genesta rounded the second mark witha 
long lead of the entire squadron, at 3:07:55. Aft- 
er her came the Grayling, at 3:19:30; Fortuna, 
8:20:06; Gracie, 8:35:45, and the Clara at 3:62. 
The Dauntless had long before given up the 
race as hopeless and turned homeward, and the 
Ileen and Athlon followed her example, but the 
Daphne and Isis pluckily went over the course, 
and finished not very far behind the Clara. The 
Genesta beat the Gracie 21 minutes 52 seconds 
corrected time, and therefore won the sloop and 
cutter cup, and the Grayling beat the Fortuna 
54seconds actual time, and 6 minutes 28 seconds 
corrected time, thus winning the schooner cup. 
Following is the official record of the race:

GREAT DAMAGE DONE BY .FIRES ON THE 
PLAINS IN THE FAR WEST, 


BisMARCK, Dakota, Sept. 18.—The prairie 
fires now raging in this region are the most 
disastrous ever experienced. The flames have 
swept across the country over 100 mules east, 
and the damage is beyond estimate. In many 
cases the dwellings and barns of farmers have 
been destroyed, and grain and stacks are all 
ablaze. The fire is still raging, Passengers on 
incoming trains state that the prairies for miles 
present a scene of destruction. Mrs. W. L. 
Bedford, living near Steele, 60 miles east of this 
city, was fatally injured by inhaling the flames 
while endeavoring to escape. At one place on 
the line of the road 23 stacks of grain are now 
burning. 

Prairie fires have also been raging west of the 
Missouri River, and much damage is reported 
from that section. A merchant of Sims, who 
was in Bismarck to-day, reports that Mr. Leh- 
teld, a hotel keeper at Sims, went out in the 
country on Thursday to see if there was any 
danger from fire at his farm and found his 
neighbor's buildings burned down and the bod- 
ies of the woman of the house and her baby in 
the embers burned to a crisp. The baby was 
clasped close in the mother’s arms. The man of 
the house was at work in Sims at the time. 

Ayr, Dakota, Sept. 18.—A large prairie 
fire started this afternoon near Maple River, 
five miles west of here, and spread rapidly, 
taking everything in its course. It is reported 
that a mammoth barn on the Russell farm, 65 
tons of hay, a lot of farm machinery, and 200 
acrs of wheat on the field were burned. Every- 
body is out fighting the fire, which is still spread- 
ing. One farmer had 90 men at work, all of 
whom went to fight the flames, which are now 
nearing the town of Buffalo. 


LARGE FIRE IN BOSTON. 

Boston, Sept. 18.—Shortly before 7 
o’clock to-night a fire broke out in the 
manufactory of the Smith American Or- 
gan Company, corner of Montgomery and 
Clarendon streets. The building is a five- 
story brick structure, with a frontage of 150 
feet on Montgomery-street, with an L running 
back some 75 feet on Clarendon-street. The first 
floor was occupied by the warerooms and 
office, and the second as the tuning 
and mill room. The third floor, upon which 
the fire originated, is known as the action room. 
The fourth was used as the trimming 
and action room, and on the fifth floor 
was the varnishing department, in which 
was stored lJarge quantities of varnish. The 
fire spread to the fourth and fifth stories 
very rapidly. Three alarms were sounded 
in quic. succession, and the numerous 
streams which were brought to bear 
on the fire and the flames upon the third 
floor were soon subdued. In the meantime, 
however, the fire bad reached the varnish room, 
and soon the entire upper floor was a mags of 
flames, burning with the greatest fierceness 1n 


the L. The fire was got under control at a late 
hour. The loss is very heavy. 








LOT WRIGHT ASSAULTS GEN. WARD. 

CINCINNATI, Sept. 18.—Gen. Durbin Ward 
delivered a political speech last night at Leb-

INDICATIONS THAT THE COM- 
PANIES WILL YiELD. 

THE PACIFIC MAIL REPRESENTATIVE *LESS 
DEFIANT—PACIFIC RAILROAD  AGREE-' 
MENTS OF DOUBTFUL VALIDITY. 


WASHINGTON, Sept. 18.—Mr. Lauterbach, 
the representative of the Pacific Mail Steamship 
Company, was atthe Post Office Department to- 
day. He said the object of his visit was to give 
notice that hereafter the steamers of his 
company will not carry stamped letters. 
This, the company has been doing, not 
as mail service, but as an act of ac- 
commodation to consignees and patrons. 
Mr. Lauterbach conveyed this decision to 
.the Post Office people in a mild manner, in 
strong contrast with the defiant position as- 
sumed when the American companies refused, 
six weeks ago, to handle the mails unless the 
subsidy voted by the last Congress was dis- 
tributed. After telling what he had come for, 
the Pacific Mail Director entered intoan amiable 
conversation about the present strained rela- 
tions between the department and the steam- 
ship companies. When he went away Mr. 
Lauterbach left an impression, based per- 
haps more upon his manner than upon 
any definite expressions, that the com- 
panies would before long recede from 
the refusal to carry the mails and accept the 
Postmaster-General’s final proposition; that is, 
to allow to the American companies inland as 
well as sea postage, By such terms the com- 
panies will receive not the whole of the subsidy, 
but amounts nearly four times larger than they 
have been receiving. For example, the Pacific 


Mail Company‘s compensation will be advanced 
from $20,000 to $75, ayear. It appears from 
careful investigation that the figures upon 
which the subsidy ores was so strenu- 
ously urged last inter were misleading. 
There is every indication that a doctored 
statement was furnished. It was represented 
that the foreign mail service yielded a gross 
revenue of $2,100,000 and a net revenue of $750,- 
000, to use round figures. Therefore the argu- 
ment was the United States can well afford to 
grant this subsidy, which is only applying some 





, it is 


of the surplus earnings of this mail service to 
the encouragement of our steamship companies. 
Now, by a very close and accurate compilation, 
found that the gross revenue from 
ocean service is reaily only $900,000. The 
net revenue, at the old rate of compen- 
sation, is $88,000 a year. If the proposition 
of Gen. Vilas, allowing inland and sea postage to 
American companies, is accepted, there will be, 
instead of a profit on ocean mail service, a loss 
of $58 perannum. This, of course, is based on 
last year’s business. In the light of such a 
showing as this, and the exposure of the char- 
acter of the statement submitted last Winter, 
the Postmaster-General feels well justified in his 
position toward the companies. Letters received 
atthe department from Nicaragua and other 
— of Central America express great satis- 
action with the New-Orleans and Gulf route 
for their mail service. They say there is a saving 
of three or four days over the former New-York 
and Panama route. 

Commissioner of Railroads Johnson has been 
called upon by the Secretary of the Interior for 
copies of the agreements in his possession be- 
tween the Central and Union Pacific Railroads 
and the Pacific Mail Steamship Company, in re- 
gard to a monthly subsidy being paid to the 
latter. The Secretary also wants to know from 
the Commissioner what law,if any, authorized 
these roads to make such payments. <A searcher 
among the files of the railroad division dis- 
covered that three agreements of the kind asked 
forare in the possession of the Government. The 
last of these is dated in 1880 and the others in 
1877 and 1879, respectively. All three are a 
guarantee that the roads named will deliver to 
the Pacific Mail Company 600 tons of freight per 
month each way, representing $110,000. If 
there should be a failure to deliver the quantity 
of freight named then the difference is to be 
made up in cash by both the roads in propor- 
tion. The agreements are very long and cover 
a number ot other points, such as the 
right to purchase steamers, but Commissioner 
Jobnson declines to give them out tor pub- 
lication until he has read them. It is 
understood at the Interior Department that a 
later agreement has been made reducing the 
ay gg mepeeper to the Pacific Mail Company 
to $55,000, but no official record of sucha trans- 
action has been made. In regard to the right of 
the subsidized roads to guarantee a subsidy to 
another concern there is a difference of opinion 
among Government officials. Commissioner 
Johnson frankly admits that he has not studied 
the question, which is a new one to him. In the 
Secretary’s office it is contended that the trans- 
action is unwarranted, while there aresome who 
argue that it is a proper proceeding to form 
a pool whereby rates can be maintained, for the 
Government is as much benefited thereby as the 
railroads. President Adams, of the Union Pa- 
cific, has been written to by the department ask- 
ing him to give his authority or explanation for 
the agreements entered into and the Central Pa- 
cific management has received a similar inquiry. 
Mr. Adams yeoposss to come to Washington in 
person this week to talk over this and other 
questions in which his road is interested. From 
what can be learned the legality of the agree- 
ments is questioned, principally by outside per- 
sons, who have suggested the inquiry to the new 
officials. 

Sergeant-at-Arms Leedom, of the House, who 
was in charge of the Holman Indian Committee, 
comes back to the city with various novel views 
of the Indian race. Red Cloud, he believes to be 
a loafer and constitutional dead beat, who is the 
only one of all the chiefs the committee has 
visited that steadily refuses to allow his children 
to attend school and take on the ways or civili- 
zation. Red Cloud tells his people that as long 
as the Great Father knows that they are un- 
able to support themselves, they will be pro- 
vided with rations, but if they become self-sup- 
porting they will receive no more help. When it 
was suggested to him that his men should learn 
to farm, he said: Our farmer (their instructor 
in agriculture) is not of the right kind. He 
comes here and wants us warriors to work. 
What we want is for tne Great Father to send us 
white men to plant our corn, hoe it, reup it, and 
put itin barns, which they shouldfbuild us. We 
are warriors, and don’t work; squaws work.” 
Mr. Leedom saysthe committee has a number 
of reforms in Indian government to recom- 
mend. The general tenor of them will be to 
treat the Indians like children, and govern them 
accordingly; to teach them tofarm and earn 
their own living, but in the meantime to care 
for them whenever they are unable to doso 
themselves. 


A DESTRUCTIVE EXPLOSION. 
~~ 
A POLITICIAN FATALLY INJURED, HIS WIFE 
BURNED, AND HIS HOUSE RUINED. 
PHILADELPHIA, Sept. 18.—An explosion 
of illuminating gas occurred in the cellar 
of the house on the southeast corner of 
Lombard and Twenty-fifth streets at noon 
to-day, completely wrecking the house, 
destroying its contents.and fatally burning John 
Geddes, the tenant, a well known Republican 
politician, and badly burning his wife and 
adopted daughter. Mr. Geddes had just re- 


turned from the oil works, at which he is 
employed as a refiner, and was waiting for his 
dinner when his wife, who, with their adopted 
daughter, was standing near the cellar door in 
the yard, asked him to get a bottle of catsup 
from the cellar. He started down the cellar 
steps, andas he neared the bottom struck a 
match, 

A terrible explosion followed, the report of 
which was heard for several squares. r. Ged- 
des was blown up into the yard, with his 
clothes in flames. His wife was blown 
into the alley, through the gateway. Mrs. 
Geddes fell on her face and knees, badly 
burned about the head, most of her hair having 
been singed off. She almost instantly recov- 
ered her self-possession, and seeing her husband 
lying nearly at her feet, unconscious and 
wrepped in flames, threw a piece of carpet over 
him, extinruishing the flames but being badly 
burned about the hands and arms in doing so. 
Her daughter, who had fortunately gone to one 
side a moment before the explosion, escaped 
with a tew slight burns and the loss of her 
eyebrows and front hair. All the cloth- 
ing had been burned off the upper part 
of Mr. Geddes’s body, and his trousers hung in 
sbreds. His death, which is certain, is expected 
to occur at any moment. The fiesh in many 

laces has been burned or torn away. The 
orce of the explosion split the soles of 
both his feet, and laid them open to the bone. 
He said to-night that he experienced but little 
pain from his terrible wound, but complained 
that his arms were beginning to feel heavy. 
He dozed for a few minutes, and_ later 
received a visit from his wife. He was also 
‘visited by‘Charles C. Cochran, for whom Mr. 
Geddes was a delegate in the convention on 
Wednesday last to nominate a Republican can- 
didate for City Treasurer. The physician in 
charge said that the shock and excitement were 
= him up, but that he would die within 48 

ours, 

The parlor and hall floors of the house are 
completely torn out, and every door in the house 
is torn from its hinges. The front wali is bulged 
out, and cracks extend its entire height and 
width. All the furniture in the parlor was 
blown to pieces and the carpets torn into shreds.

‘THR ‘WASHINGTON SERIES AND OTHER 


PICTURES THAT HE PAINTED. 

Junius Brutus Stearns, of Brooklyn, who 
was thrown trom his carriage Thursday evening, 
died before morning. The accident happened 
about dusk. Mr. Stearns was driving along the 
boulevard near:Classon-avenue, when a carriage, 
containing Mr. and Mrs. Henry Johnson, of No. 
898 West Fifteenth-street, this city, and Mr. 
James Sanderson, of No, 246 West Forty-third- 
street, approached from the opposite direction. 
Neither driver saw the other team in time to 


avert a collision, and the two carriages came 
together with a crash. Mr. Stearns was thrown 
violently upon the pavement, and his skull was 
fractured. Mrs. Johnson was also thrown out, 
but escaped with slight injuries. 

Mr. Stearns was a native of Burlington, Vt., 
where he was born on July 2, 1810. In his early 
years he showed a precocious talent for draw- 
ing, and at the age of 17, when he came to this 
city, friendless and alone, he determined to make 
art the profession of his life. He began asa 
portrait painter and did such excellent work in 
this line that he had all the orders to which he 
could attend. The invention of the daguerreo- 
type, however, was a great blow to portrait 
painting for the time being,and Mr. Stearns 
began to turn his attention to his- 
torical subjects. In 1847 he went to 
Europe, where he spent three years in 
Paris, London, and Rome, painting a series of 
pictures, for which he had made studies in this 
country. This was the well known Washington 
series, which drew forth great commendations 
from nch, English, und American critics, and 
are now embraced in the Brandreth collection. 
Five pictures constitute the series, representing 
Washington as a citizen, at his wedding; asa 
soldier, at the defeat of Braddock, at the battle 
of Monongahela; as a farmer, overseeing the 
workmen on his plantation; as_a statesman, 
taking the inauguration oath as President, and 
as a Christian on his deathbed. These pictures 
were lithograpbed, and the artist received a 
large royalty from their sale, 

During his visitto Europe Mr. Stearns also 
completed a painting representing Gen. Harri- 
son’s treaty with the Indians. Upon his return 
he took it from the stretcher, rolled it up, and 
sent it to his stateroom on the steamer which 
sailed from Havre. On reaching New-York the 
painting was gone, and in its place was found a 
chart. welve years after Mr. Stearns received 
aletter from the American Consul at Paris 
stating that a shipping firm of Havre had found 
a painting bearing his name rolled up among its 
charts.

YELLOW OR CHAGRES FEVER. 





THE BRIG GEORGIA WITH FOUR MEN SICK, 
FOUR HAVING ALREADY DIED. 

The British brig Georgia, of Nassau, 
which arrived yesterday from Aspinwall, by way 
of Old Providence, was detained at Lower Quar- 
antine. Four of the crew were suffering from 
either yellow or Chagres fever, and were at once 
removed to the hospital. Capt. Ellingsen, who 
was in command, reported that there had been 
four deaths from fever on board since the ves- 
sel left Aspinwall The vessel sailed from 
Aspinwali for Nuevitas on July 18 with a 


crew of nine men. Capt. Drinkwater, who 
was then in command, was taken with 
fever and died. He was followed by the 
mate and two of the seamen, and all were 
buried at sea. Three other men were taken with 
the fever but survived. At one time there were 
only two well men to handle the brig. They 
succeeded in em ages! her into San Andreas, Old 
Providence, which was reached on Aug, 6. The 
sick men were sent on shore there, and Capt. El- 
lingsen took command of the brig and decided 
to bring her to this port. He left San Andreas 
on Aug. 23, with a crew of 11 men, so that he was 
not short-handed during his trip, although four 
of the crew were laid up. The Georgia will be 
quarantined for several days, and will be thor- 
oughly disinfected before she is allowed to come 
up to the city and discharge her cargo, 

Two of the seamen who shipped on _ the 
Georgia at San Andreas said that they went from 
Aspinwall to Old Providence on the brig Frances 
Jane, of Baltimore, Capt. Wollper. The vessel 
was in ballast, and left Aspinwallon Aug. 12. 
There were only three men before the mast, 
The third day out the vessel ran ona reef near 
San Andreas. The Captain was sick, and.the crew 
being short-handed, it was impossible to get the 
vessel off and she became a total wreck. Capt. 
Wollper and three of his men were inthe hos- 
pital when the Georgia sailed from San Andreas. 
The Frances Jane measured 239 tons and was 19 
years old. Capt. Ricketts, of Baltimore, was her ; 
ownel.

‘GREAT DISORDER AT A MEETING OF COL- 


ORED MEN IN VICKSBURG. 

VICKSBURG, Miss., Sept. 18.—A meeting of 
colored persons was called at the Court House 
to-night in favor of voting $100,0C0 for the rail- 
road shops, as passed by the City Council and to 
be voted upon on Oct. 6. The opposition intro-: 
duced about 20 negro disorganizers, who, under 
the influence of whisky, converted the meeting 
into a pandemonium. Order was restored by 
inviting James M. Gibson, a prominent lawyer, 
who opposed the shop 5 ag eer to speak. He 
was followed by Col. R. V. Boothe, also a promi- 
nent lawyer, who favored the shop subsidy. 

After Col. Boothe had spoken a young negro 
named Snowden, who was one of the disorgan- 
izers, took the stand and charged that Step 
Leonard, a negro constable, had come to him 
from Mr. pene ges | ‘, Smith, the attorney for the 
railroad, and offered to pay him to not oppose 
the shops, and to come to the meeting to work 
for the subsidy. Leonard, amid confusion, de- 
nied the churge, and demanded that Snowden 
withdraw the allegation, which Snowden re- 
fused todo. Then Leonard knocked him down, 
and the Chairman fell with his chair down the 
steps. 

The utmost confusion followed. James M. 
Gibson, who was in the back part of the room, 
pulled his pistol and fired into the ceiling. The 
crowd scattered like a drove of partridges. Some 
laid down, while others made for the door, and 
disorder reigned supreme. ina very brief time 
the room was empty of its audience of 300 per-

‘TALK OF THE BOOMERS OF THE 
TWO PARTIES. 


“HILL’S NOMINATION SOMEWHAT DEPENDENT 


ON CARR’S—THE DEFEAT OF BOTH 
AMONG THE POSSIBILITIES, 
Ausany, Sept. 18.—‘‘ Hill and Carr are 


‘to be the candidates,” was the opinion expressed 
here to-day by several politicians of both par- 
ties, who nad been asked for their beliefs as to 
what the Republican and Democratic Conven- 
tions would do next week. The opinion is 
based entirely upon the knowledge that both! 
these men have been at work diligent- 
ly, and that each has_ secured outs 
spoken supporters, far exceeding in num-< 
ber those who have declared themseives 
for any other candidates. The lights burn at 
night in the Executive Chamber, even when 
the Governor is off at Lowville talking before 
the agricultural horse trot. The lights are not 
shed upon executive business, but upon clerkd 
who are reckoning up the delegates as fast as 
they are chosen and writing urgent letters and 
dispatches in the Hill interest. Hill’s friend 
are scarcely less confident than is Gen. Carr him< 
self. They look for a nomination on the first 
ballot “if all goes well.” The “if” hag 
only been used fora day or two. The scandal- 
ous Brooklyn appointment of ** Boss” McLaugh«< 
lin’s man, Sterling, has awakened some of thd 
long-headed men who know that no appoint« 
ments to the Custom House service can be mada 
in New-York without consultation with and ap« 
proval by the Secretary of the Treasury at 
Washington. The significance of the appoint« 
ment, just at this time, of one of McLaugb< 
lin’s henchmen, is understood to be a tender of 
friendship for which a quick return is expécted, 
And so it comes that right in the midstof a 
crowd of men who speak confidently of Gov.i 
Hill’s nomination one hears the suggestion that 
it is possible that the Governor may be “ pinched 
out” in the eleventh hour and a candidate: 
chosen who will recelve the united support of 
the New-York and Kings County delegations. 
Edward Cooper is regarded by the merely | 
formal Hill men as tne candidate selected to op- 
pose the Governor’s pretensions. If Edgar K. 
Apgar had not died, they say, it might have 
been Abram 8S. Hewitt. While little has beem 
seen of a Cooper or Hewitt canvass, one hag 
been made, and with all the quiet effectiveness 
which Mr. Apgar, as an apt student of Mr. 
Tilden in politics, knew how to use. Demo-: 
crats who, a month ago, would have hesitated 
to speak in commendation of Mr. Apgar, now” 
declare that he wasone of the most influentiali 
men in the party ia the State—perhaps not sec 


-ond to Mr. Manning in wisdom or discretion, 


and surely much more fertile in suggestiong 
He believed that the best thing forthe party to’ 
do was the wisest thing, and he did not 
look upon the proposition to nominate 
Hill as good because he considered, 
it to be unwise. His candidate was 
Abram 8S. Hewitt, andif he had lived his nflu< 
ence wouid have been exerted to secure Hew- 
itt’s nomination, as he told the writer in Wash- 
ington not many weeks ago that he considered 
Hewitt the-only Democrat who would make a 


candidate who would be at all likely to bold the 
independent vote of last Fall. 

If Hillis beaten in the convention by New- 
York City and Kings there will be music among 
the *“‘workers” in the State. No matter what 
assurances may be made by friends of the Ad- 
ministration the Federal Administration will be 
held accountable for the defeat of the candidate 
of the State Administration. The dissatisfac- 
tion among Democrats in New-York—* work- 
ing’? Democrats, of course, who believe that 
Democrats ought to appropriate all the 
spoils immediately—exists here in Albany. 
It has divided and agitated the pri-; 
maries, and threatened broken heads and 
damaged eyes here in the capital. <A block of 
Hill delegates has been chosen under the man- 
agement of Manning men, but it is not regarded 
as inevitable that they will follow Hili’s fortunes 
forever. Circumstances may arise, they admit, 
that may render it advisabie to chose another 
man. If another is chosen, Hill’s personal ads 
herents, who include nearly all the “ kickers 
against the President, can be counted upon ag 
so many Democrats who must be conciliated 
during the campaign. 

The contingency upon which the Democratg 
hope to act for Hill’s benefit scems to be the 
nomination of Gen. Carr by the Republicans, 
For reasons of their own the Democrats feel 
that they can beat Carr with Hill, but they ara 
not sure that they car beat any Republican can- 
didate with Hill. Gen. Carr has been in New- 
York for a few days, and itis no secret that he 
went to the city to secure as many expressions 
as possible in his favor frum the _ dis- 
trict conventions. Thatthe Secreiary of State 
has many warm friends there can_ be no 
doubt. If he had a few friends who 
would tell;them the truth he§would be_ better 
off. and the party would find its work of selec- 
tion easier. His amiability, perhaps his most 
distinguishing quality, silences his friends, wha 
have not presumed to tell him whit is said 
against him by professed adherents when they 
express opinions about his availability and 
strength as a candidate for Governor. He has 
notanenemy. A man of very little more forca 
of character would not be able to say that, 
Some of his admirers admit that_ he 
would have been better qualified for high 
office by education, but they have found 
Gen. Carr, they say,,to be a very “teacha le 
man, who has been learning rapidly, and whoa 
makes up in sound common sense for his lack of 
book knowledge. Uniess the Kepublicans of 
different towns in most of the counties of the 
State have been misunderstood by Gen. Carr, of 
unless they have been giving him empty assur4 
ances, be hassome reason for carrying himself 
confidently and for declaring, by his friends, 
that he willsurely be nominated. The Demo- 
crats would perhaps be only more pleased with 
the nomination of Mr. Warren. It is not likely 
that they will hesitate about naming Hill if Carr 
is nominated. 

If the Republicans have not yet begun ta 
think about the awkwardness of the situation 
they must meet at Saratoga they will awake to 
a realization of it on Monday. While they are 
thronging the hotels and considering what they 
shall do, the Democrats, wlio are to meetin con- 
vention a day or two later, will mingle with 
them, listen to their disputes, note the feeling. 
which animates the leaders, scrutinize the 
nominations, and take advantage of any, 
mistakes tnat may be made. They will 
enjoy an opportunity such as has not, 
been presented to them for many years, and it is: 
absurd to imagine they will not profit by it if: 
the Republicans should commit the mistake of| 
naming a weak candidate. Some uneasiness is 
manifested by the Carr people and the Demo- 
crats over the sudden movement in favor of 
Gen. W.H. Seward. Gen. Carr’s friends say it 
is one of several attempts, all lacking spirit, to 
head him off. From this point of view it must be 
admitted that the Seward boom has hardly done 
more than come in sight, Many Republicans here 
grasped at this suggestion as a drowning man 
would grab ata straw—Carr men, too, who had 
expected to see Carr nominated by default, and 
the result of the election left in dimandn 
hopeful uncertainty. To such men the name 0 
Dr. Swinburne has not been lost sight ot. The 
Albany Republicans will name him, and will 
make the most of the fact that he has carried 
this Democratic stronghold by 6,000 majority. 
A candidate acceptable to all the Repub. 
licans of Albany is very desirable, for the 
faction strife nere is raging bitterly, perhaps 
more bitterly than ever before, but under curi- 
ously changed circumstances. John F. Smyth 
heads one faction, the ruling one, by the way, 
and Bentley, his former henchman, heads the 
other as the successor of Judge A. 8. Draper, 
On Smyth's side are ex-Mxyor Judson and 
others who were formerly associated with him 
in opposition to Smyth’s control. On the anti: 
Smyth side are gathered many of the ** workers” 
who once assisted Mr. Smythtin his congenial task 
of grinding Judson and his friends in the mud, 
kicking them out of conventions, and keep-~ 
ing them out of offices. The labor organizations 
that are for Swinburne will endeavor to con- 
vince the convention delegates that Swinburne 
can get every Republican vote and many Demo- 
rhe Drexel boom has been taken care of here 
by the Evening Journal, which last night did 
something toward clearing thetrack for Drexel 
by publishing a so-called authorized announce- 
ment that Senator Evarts would not accepta 
nomination.

of some 350 delegates. Should Gen. Carr be 
nominated he would enjoy the brief fame of 
having been chosen as a candidate. It will be 
matter for sincere regret if the Republicans 
who tried to eiect a “hurrah” candidate for 
President, a few months ago, should “ hurrah” 
Gen. Carr upon the ticket, and then awake on 
election day to the sense of having committed a 
biunder almost criminal. , 

Secretary Vrooman has secured the rink,

ELLSWORTH ALONE TO BLAME FOR

Boston, Sept. 18.—Charles A. Welch, one

THE LIBERAL MANIFESTO 


.ITS*CONTENTS DISAPPOINTING ‘TO 


THE WHIGS. 


—JUSTICE TO IRELAND BUT NOT DIS- 
UNION—STEAMERS IN COLLISION. 
Lonpon,.Sept. 18.—Mr. Gladstone-to-day 


issued a four-column manifesto to his con-~ 


stituents in Midtothian. The ex-Premier in- 
vites a comparison between the work of the 
recent Parliament and that of the Parliament 
which preceded it, and confidently appeals to 
the electors for a verdict. He refers to the 
treaty of Berlin, to the good effects among the 
natives of the Marquis of Ripon's conciliatory 
policy in India, and to the settlement of 
the Russo-Afghan frontier dispute, the 
credit of which he claims for the Liberal 
Party. Mr. Gladstone admits that the 
Liberal Government committed an_ error 
respecting the occupation of Egypt, but 
says that it was due to the Marquis of Salis- 
bury's intervention policy. He now favors the 
entire withdrawal of the Britisn troops from 


Eaypt, and believes that the people approve of 
the Liberal Government's refusal to stifle the 
Transvaal cry for freedom. England, he says, 
once free of the Egyptian tangle, will regain 
her former position in Europe, and will be able 
to guard the young Eastern nations. He favors 
areform of both the House of Lords and the 
House of Commons, free land, and the abolition 
of primogeniture. He believes that the church 
is sufficiently strong to survive disestablish- 
ment, and states that he is auxious to give 
Treland the fullest justice, while at the same 
time preserving the unity of the empire. The 
manifesto is somewhat disappointing to the 
Liberals, while the Conservatives claim to be 
greatly pleased at the expressions of the ex- 
Premier. 

Mr. Chamberlain, speaking at Inverness to-day, 
said he was averse to the confiscation of land; 
such a procedure would be dishonest. Another 
remedy should be found. He favored State- 
aided emigration. Mr. Chamberlain said that 
Mr. Gladstone’s manifesto would be welcomed 
throughout the country. It was a clear and 
eloquent exposition of Liberal aims. 

3 . Goshen, speaking at §St. Leonard's, ap- 
proved of Mr. Gladstone’s manifesto. The 
speaker objected to veating loca) authorities with 
power to purchase land for allotment to laborers. 

That portion of Mr. Gladstone’s manifesto re- 
ferring to Irish affairs was received in Dublin 
with a feeling of general disappointment. The 
ground is taken by some that the expressions of 
the ex-Premier are in harmony with those of 
Mr. Chamberlain, as expressed by the latter re- 
cently at Glasgow and elsewhere. Others hope 
forafurther development of Mr. Gladstone’s 
ideas in regard to the question of local govern- 
ment in Ireland in his future utterances. 

Parliament has been further prorogued until 
Dec. 5. This caused considerable excitement in 
the clubs here, owing to a report that the Gov- 
ernment intended to postpone the elections. Sir 
Michael Hicks-Beach and other Ministers, being 
questioned on the subject, stated positively that 
the Government had no such intention. 

The Radical workingmen’s clubs are joining 
with the Socialists in organizing a demonstra- 
tion inthe East End to protest against the sup- 
pression of open air Socialistio meetings. Sir 

tichard Assheton Cross, Home Secretary, has 

given special) orders that the police shall arrest 
the speakers if there is the least ground for the 
charge of obstruction to the public. 

John Coulbert, who was arrested last month 
on the charge of having abducted for immoral 
purposes a girl under 138 years of age, was found 
guilty to-duy and sentenced to 15 months’ servi- 
tude. This is the first conviction under the pro- 
visions of the Criminal Law Amendment act. 

The astistic and literary conference at Berne, 
Switzerland, bas closed.

THE EUROPEAN SCOURGE. 

MARSEILLES, Sept. 18.—Seven deaths 
from cholera occurred here to-day. Considera- 
ble excitement has been caused by the arrival 
of a transport bringing French troops from 
Tonquin. Fourteen of the soldiers had died 
from cholera on the voyage and two more have 
died since the arrival of the vessel here. Many 
others are down with the disease,

VERY FINE CRICKET. 


THE PHILADELPHIANS GET A STRONG LEAD 
OVER THE ENGLISHMEN. 

PHILADELPHIA, Sept. 18.—There was as 
pretty cricket played at the Nicetown Grounds 
to-day as the most enthusiastic admirers of the 
@ame could ask for. The good play of 
the first day by both the Englishmen 
and the Philadelphians promised close work, 
and nearly 5,000 people were out yesterday to 
have a look atthecontest. They were altogether 
Satisfied with the display, for, taking it all 
around, there has not been better cricket shown 
in any match in this city. There was just enough 


of uncertainty and of ups and downs during the 

day to create the liveliest interest and to compel 

on closest watching on the part of the-spec- 
ators, 

Philadelphia had seoured 200 runs on Thurs- 
day, and England 47, with only one man out. 
When 10 more were added then another wicket 
was lost. Following came another long stand 
and 99 runs were scored, when the third man re- 
tired. Before the fourth man was disposed of 
120 had been reached. The visitors had now 
an average of 80 for each wicket, which if kept 
up meant 300 runs for the _ inning, 
or100 more than our boys had made. At this 
juncture Capt. Dan Newhall gave over the 
bowling into the hands of Nobile and Lowry. 
Noble is very fast with the curve while the ball 
is in the air, which is peculiar to baseball pitch- 
ers. Lowry sends down a medium-paced ball, 
and at all times uses headwork. The 
Captain’s selection proved to be a_ wise 
one, as the fifth wicket fell for 127, or 
an average of 26. Then the sixth tumbled for 
188, which brought the average down to 22. The 
seventh fell tor 139, an average of 20, which, if 
kept up, would ged equal the score of the Phila- 
delphians. It did nut keep up, as the eighth and 
ninth men were put out without making a run, 
and the average dropped to 18. The last batters 
sot 8 between them, and the total was only 147, 
or 53 behind the Philadelphians’ score. 

When the Americans made their second essay 
at the bat the firgt man was bowled for0. Then 
84 were made before the second went out, but 
the third was lost without an addition to the 
score, The next two men made the best stand so 
far, and ran up the total to 98 before the fourth 
was out. Another change came and two wick- 
ets feil for only 7 more rungs, after which 33 runs 
were put on before the seventh man was out, 
and 148 when the day’s play was concluded, with 
two wickets to fall. 

To-morrow the Englishmen will have to more 
than equal the score of Philadelphia’s first in- 
ning,and if may be another Puritan and Genesta 
finish. Those who have seen the first two days’ 
piay have had an opportunity of judging of 
the relative merits of the opposing players. It 
would seem that they are well matched, with 
the Americans a trifle stronger at the bat, as a 
team. Sixorsevenot the Englishmen are the 
equals of any of the Philadelphians, but the rest 
do not compare with the tail end of the home 
eleven.

In explaining the 
transfer Manager Watkins said that the four 
men wanted to play in one club, and this could 
be done only by coming to this city, New- 
York, Chicago, and Boston desirin only 
individual players. It was state that 
the team for next season would be 
composed as follows, with the salaries named:

SUPPORTING THE SHIPPER. 
THEYAUTHORITY OF “THE -ILLINOIS-COMMIS: 
SION*UPHELD BY THE COURTS, 

Oxroaeo, Sept. 18.—Juuge Gresham to 
‘day rendered a decision-in-the cise of John B. 
Sheidon, a shipper, against the Uhicago, Bur- 
ington and Quincy Railroad Company to re- 
cover damages for alleged charging of fretght 
rates in excess of the maximum rates 
fixed by the [Illinois State Railroad 
Commission. In answer to the complaint 
the company filed a plea setting forth 
that it was organized or formed by consolida- 
tion of five or six Llinois railroads, all of which 
except one had the right by their charters to fix 


the amount of charges for carrying freight and 
passengers, while one of them had no such right. 
The gp charters were also set out in a spe- 
cial plea, and it was insisted that, inasmuch as 
all the constituent companies except one pos- 
sessed the right to fix the tariff of charges, 
the consolidated company had the same right. 
It was also claimed that the statute creating the 
commission was unconstitutional, as far as the 
authority to fix rates was concerned, on the 
ground that all the consolidated companies ex- 
cept one bad previously secured the right from 
the State to fix their own charges, independent 
of legislative contro], and the fact that one of 
the companies had secured no such exemption 
could not deprive all. tue other companies of 
their speoial privileges. 

The decision of Judge Gresham is upon de- 
murrers by Sheldon to the pleas set up by the 
Comspeay. and sustains the validity of the ap- 
pointment of the Commissioners and the law 
against discriminations, ano holds that the com- 
pany must conform thereto. The Judge de- 
cided in substance that the consolidated com- 
pany took its character from the characte: 
of the constituent companies, from which 
it was organized. In all cases in which 
doubts arose as to the powers of corporations, 
those doubts were to be sere in favor of the 
public, and the people could not be deprived of 
their right to control a corporation which was 
subject to legislative control, by such corpora: 
tion entering into consolidation with others no’ 
subject to such control, The point involved is 
said to be new and the decision is an important 
one.

M’HENRY’S CLAIMS IN COURT. 

PITTSBURG, Penn., Sept. 18.—The argh 
ments in the New-York, Pennsylvania and Ohio 
injunction case were to have been heard in the 
United States Circuit Court to-day, and 
Judge McKennan came all the way from 
Washington to hear them, but it was 
found necessary to postpone them, and 
Oct. 7 was fixed for the next hearing. 


The reasons for the postponement were the non- 
arrival of an important affidavit from Europe, 
which is now expected to arrive here on Sun- 
day, with President Garrett, of the Baltimore 
and Ohio Railroad; the illness of Bates 
and Brawley, of Meadville, McHenry’s 
attorneys, and the absence in Eurone of 
Franklin B. Gowen, the leading counsel. The 
court also allowed orge Shiras, Jr.. to amend 
the plaintiff’s bill by adding two paragraphs, 
which claim that under the reorganization the 
voting power of thestockholders was only given 
to the Trustees for the purposes of reorganiza- 
tion, and that such power was only given Lewis, 
Balfour, and Bates until new stock wa: issued. 

Papers were also filed in a quo warranto pro- 
ceeding instituted by McHenry and others, ask- 
ing that the Directors be required to 
show b what authority the occupy 
the office of Directors, an alleging 
that they hold the same _ fraudulently. 
This suit was removed from Crawford County 
to the Circuit Court. One of the plaintiffs i 
Prince Czartoryski, who holds $300,000 of the 
roaa’s bonds, which he inherited from his mother, 
Queen Christina, of Spain, who was persuaded 
by McHenry to give him $1,000,000 to help him 
build the road.

SUSINESS MEN OBJECTING TO THE HEAVY 


CHARGES ON FLOUR, 


Monrreat, Sept. 18.-A meeting of the 
orn Exchange was held to-day to devise means 
to place Montreal as a sbipping port on an 
equal footing with Boston and New-York. The 
President of the Exchange said the flour trade 
pt Montreszi, as compared with that of New- 


York, Boston, Halifax, and other cities, is ham- 


pered by excessive terminal charges, “In Bos- 
ton,”’ said the President, ‘free storage is given 
tor GO days. In New-York there is no limit to 
the time flour is helc by the railways free of 
charge, and in Halifax there is free storage for 
BO G@ayson export goods. In Montreal there is 


po encouragement to the trade, as al- 
most as soon as the flour arrives 


tharges amounting to nearly 10 cents per bar- 
rel are put on the Montreal merchants; whereas 
the foreigner pays nothing. He ships on a 
through billof lading from Chicago, St. Louis, 
Detroit, and other American cities, and these 


terminal charges are paid by the railways, They 
charge nothing for storage, cartage, or wharf- 
age, and the flour is takeu without inspection. 

*“ Now, if the railways do this for a foreizner 
or an Upper Canadian, why not fora Montrealer, 
who is surely entitled to some aavantage, in- 
stead of being at a disadvantage ? For instance, 
abarrelof fiour is shipped through from St. 
Louis to, say, 8t. Jobn’s, Newfoundland, at 63 
cents per barrel, while the same fiour for the 
same destination, but not on a through bill of 
Jading, costs 7% to 10 cents per _ barrel 
more. Another source of complaint is that 
flour brought here by boat is landedin a shed 
on the canal, and has to be removed within 48 
hours, or charges for storage and watching are 
gaded, and if the fiour is not sold it has to be 
carted to astore,thus incurring storage, cart- 

ge, and insurance of at least 5 cents per barrel. 

‘his rule was made some 20 or 30 years ago when 
most of the tlour was brought by boat and the 
shed accommodation wasiimited, Now, only two 
or three boats bring flour to this port, and the 
sheds are not occupied half the time. Stiil the 
fiour has to indur these charges.” 

It was also declared that it was sufficient for 
the flour to be inspected as to soundness, full 
weight, and uniformity, and not to be graded, 
as under the present system, whicn was unfair, 
as there might be two lots of flour of the same 
grade but of different quantities, and there 
migut easily bea difference of 15 or 20 centsin 
the price. It was decided to appoint a commit- 
tee to wait on railwaysand try to obtain some 
relief from the excessive charges which now 
handicap the trade, and it was thought if one 
road could be induced to make a concession the 
ethers would soon fal] into line.

THE TRIAL OF LAPORTE. 
fESTIMONY OF COMMONWEALTH WITNESSES 
NOT YET ALL TAKEN, 

Hountinepon, Penn., Sept. 18.—The trial 
of John Laporte, nowin progress here, prom- 
ises to be by far the greatest murder tria! Hunt- 
ingdon County has ever had. The whole day 
was occupied in the examination of the Com- 
monweaith’s witnesses, and the list shows no 
signs of exhaustion, nor is the State’s theory of 
the case all developed yet. 

A. Bednege Henderson, living near where the 
alleged murcer of James Irwin occurred on May 
2s, testified that at about 9 o'clock that night he 
heard cries and yells in the neighborhood a little 
before the news was communicated that Irwin 
had been killed. 

S. W. Lee, a laborer, who had met Laporte and 
Irwin on tbe evening of the tragedy, testified 
positively on cross-examination that the knife 
which the Commonwealth offered in evidence, 
and which the prosecution asserts is the knife 
with which Irwin’s throat was cut, was not the 
knife which he sawin Laporte’s possession that 
evening. ; 

A large number of witnesses for the Common- 
wealth stated that they bad seen Laporte and 
Irwin in an intoxicated condition leave the vil- 
lage of Warrior’s Mark at about 9 o’clock that 
night, a little after which time the body of 
Irwin was found, not yet cold or stiff. A por- 
tion of Irwin’s skull, showing several large 
fractures: the sharp, bloody stone, and the ar- 
ticles of clothing he wore were offered in evi- 
dence.

A FIRE BUG CONVICTED. 

POTTSVILLE, Penn., Sept. 18.—In June and 
July last the Fire Department was called out 
aimost every night by anincendiary fire. This 
culminated on Sunday, July 26, in the arrest of 
Charles H. Weiderhold, who very early that 
morning had been detected firing a barn. He 
was called for trial on Monday, and after a most 
exciting trial he was to-night convicted on the 
misdemeanor count, and recommended to mercy 
by the jury after five hours’ deliberation. He 
Was sent to jail to await tbe result 
of a motion for a new trial The most 
Bevere punishment that can be visited 
on’ jeiderhold is 12 years’ solitary and laborious 
impMsonment and $2,000 fine. eiderhold had 
been suspected of being the author of the other 
fires, but although under surveillance could 
never be detected until the morning mentioned, 
when be was observed at his work by a nurse 
who was sitting up withasick woman. Early 
in the trial his conduct was very bold, but he 
broke down, and took to drink, and one day was 
so intoxicated that his attorneys reprimanded 
him. Prior to the fires Weiderhold bore a good 
character, and was Treasurer of the West End 
Band and the German Reformed Sunday school. 
He had announced himself as a candidate for 
the Democratic nomination for Sheriff to be 
made this Fall.

LYNCHED BY TEN NEGROES. 


NICHOLAS SNOWDEN HANGED BY MEN OF 
HIS OWN COLOR. 

BALTIMORE, Sept. 18,—Dangling from a 

tall white oak tree over Cat Rocks, near Elli- 


eott City, this morning, was found the dead 


body of Nicholas Snowden, a mulatto, who re- 
cently committed an outrageous assault upon a 
little colored girl named Alvera Fisher. Ever 
since the crime was committed feeling had run 
high among both white and colored people 
against Snowden, and frequent threats were 


made that he would never be given a chance to 
escape by technicalities of the law. About 2 


o’clock this morning 10 colored men masked 
drove up to the jail with a wagon. They 
knocked at the @oor of Jonn T. Ray, the jailer. 
When he raised a window and asked what they 
wanted he was told that they bad a prisoner 
just captured to deliver, When he opened the 
door and saw the masked men he iealized that 
he had been deceived, . 

* We have no prisoner to deliver,” said the 


leader, “ but we want you to deliver up Snow- 
eb ” 


“lL have no right to surrender the prisoner,” 
anewered the jailer, ‘*He will get his just ae- 
j * That's all stuff," shouted the head vigilante, 
* We've heard of that talk before, We've come 
here for Nick Snowden and we're going to get 
bim if we have tu tear the house down. 

The jailer was about to resist the negroes 
when his 17-year-old daughter pleaded with him 
not to risk his life, but to give up the keys. He 
gave the menthe keys, but they would not fit 
the cel!door. The menthen got an axe,anda 
Stalwart negro soon burst the old lock on the 
cellaoor. Snowden faced the crowd and asked 
them what they wanted, 

“ We'll soon show you,” replied the leader, as 
he adjusted a rope about the prisoner’s neck, 

The jailer stood by and watched them drag the 
prisoner out. Once or twice he was about to 
offer resistance, but his daughter prevailed upon 
him to keep quiet; He would have been no match 
for the 10 negroes, three of whom carried guns. 
The jailer bad no he)p to resist their attack. 

A young colored man who witnessed the 
lynching states that when the lynchers took 
Snowden beneath the tree and were preparing 
to hang him he manifested no concern what- 
ever. He neither begged for mercy nor pro- 
fessed any sorrow for hiscrime. When asked if 
he wanted to pray be made noanswer. After 
the rope was thrown overa stout limb Snowden 
was hauled up and lowered three times, until 
life was extinct. A Coroner’s jury gave a ver- 
dict of “death by strangulation, caused by par- 
ties unknown.”

For some years CLats SPRECKELS has 
controlled the sugar product of the Ha- 
waiian Islands and the sugar trade of 
the Pacific slope. By the terms of the 
Hawaiian treaty sugar from the islands 
is admitted into this country free of duty. 
Naturally, therefore, consumers on the 
Pacific coast ought to get sugar cheaper 
than it can be bought in the East. By 
means of a combination with the Central 
Pacific Railroad Company; however, 
made to prevent competition from the 
East, SPRECKELS has compelled them to 
pay more for this free sugar than East- 
ern consumers have paid for taxed sugar. 
A few days ago it was announced that a 
party of San Francisco refiners had beaten 
SPRECKELS at his own game by contract- 
ing for three-fourths of the new crop on 
the islands, These refiners, intended, it 
was said, to “break down a _ gall- 
ing monopoly,” and could do _ this 
because the Hawaiian planters had 
agreed to sell them the raw sugar 
at rates 1 cent a pound lower than New- 
York quotations for the same. It now 
appears that a new monopoly has been 
substituted for the old one. The philan- 
thropic refiners have held a meeting, 
formed a pool, and decided that the price 
of their free sugar shall be 1 cent a pound 
higher than the price of taxed sugar in 
this city.. Consumers will gain little or 
nothing by the overthrow of the old sugar 
ring and the establishment of a new one. 

















The Government Directors of the Union 
Pacific Road who are making an investi- 
gation at Rock Springs report to the Sec- 
reta@y of the Interior that the property of 
the company and the Government’s inter- 
est therein are in danger and ask 
that the managers of the _ road 
shail be aided and _ protected by 
the army. It has been ascertained that 
not one of the men who took part in the 
murderous attack upon the Chinese was 
born in America, and that several of them 
have not become citizens of the United 
States. Inasmuch as both the Grand and 
the petit jury are composed for the most 
part of Rock Springs miners or friends of 
the mob, ‘it is not probable that the arrested 
murderers are in danger of punishment. 
The Government cannot avoid taking ac- 
tion in response to the appeal made by 
the Directors, and we shall probably hear 
a great deal more about the Chinese ques- 
tion before a settlement is reached, 








Even the owners of the yachts that 
were badly beaten yesterday by the Ge- 
nesta must be glad that Sir RICHARD Sut- 
ToN is not to go back to England with 
nothing to show for his adventurous voy- 
age. There was nothing of the Genesta’s 
rig in yesterday’s race that could be sup- 
posed to have the slightest chance with 
her, seeing that it was evidently not 
the Gracie’s day. But she was op- 
posed to several fast schooners, one 
of the best of them the same 
that the Puriian astonished Boston 
by badly beating on her own first public 
appearance. The Genesta’s performance 
with these schooners gives a very ade- 
quate test of her merits as compared with 
American yachts. The result makes it 
more than probable that we should have 
been forced to surrender the America’s 
Cup if the Priscilla and the Puritan had 
not been built. A match between the 
Priscilla and the Genesta would be a very 
interesting yachting event, and would 
shed light on many disputed points, 














A MEAN BUSINESS. 


The Custom House politicians make a 
great mistake if they suppose that the 
chief trouble they have to face comes 
from the discharge of Capt. Bacon. That 
was bad, very bad, but they had the dis- 
cretion, under the law, to do as they did, 
if they chose to abuse their discretion. 
Their main offense is in the appointment, 
without competition, of the wholly unfit 
man STERLING, a mere pothouse politi- 
cian, a liquor seller, and a bully, all of 
whose associations are with the worst 
kind of corrupt partisan politics. The 
appointment of this man was a violation 
of the spirit of the civil service law. As 
we read the law it was also a violation of 
the letter of it, the position of Weigher 
being nowhere, directly or by implication, 
excepted from the rules. It was, more- 
over, so absolutely opposed to the prin- 
ciples which the President has distinctly 
and publicly avowed that it was an act of 
treachery and insult to him. This is the 
fact which Mr. CLEVELAND will inquire 
into and this is what Mr. BEATTIE and 
Mr. HEDDEN will have to explain. 

At present they are trying to divert at- 
tention from the shameful appointment of 
STERLING by trumping up charges against 
Mr. Bacon. This will not work. In the 
first place, if Bacon’s discharge were 
entirely justified, it would not help in the 
least to explain the appointment of STER- 
Linc. In the second place, it is a mean 
and dishonorable thing for public officers 
to do to dismiss a reputable public em- 
ployé and then to hunt up reasons for 
it afterward. In the third place, the 
charges that Messrs. BEATTIE and HEDDEN 
are now relying on are worthless. They 
are either trivial or false, and based on the 
testimony of men discharged for drunk- 
enness by Mr. Bacon or otherwise dis- 
credited. In Mr. Hzeppen’s private busi- 
ness, or in Mr. BEATTIE’s, if he had ever 
had any, the testimony of such men 
would not be listened to for a moment. 
Mr. Heppen’s self-respect and Mr. Brart- 
Tiz’s, if he had any, would forbid them 
to entertain the idle stories which the 
loafer JARDINE has been peddling in the 
Surveyor’s Office. Yet these gentle- 
men, in whom Mr, CLEVELAND has 
been induced to place his confidence, hav- 
ing betrayed that confidence, are bolster- 
ing themselves with the tattle of tramps 
whose word they would never hear to in 


their private affairs. They have not only 


DINE himself, contained in another column 
of THE TIMES, they sent an agent to him 
to induce him to make the charges, Any- 
thing dirtier than this has never occurred 
in New-York politics. They have very 
much mistaken Mr. CLEVELAND if they 
imagine that they can commit such an 
outrage with impunity. 

Nor need they fondly think that they 
can in this way advance any man’s 
chances as candidate for Governor of the 
State of New-York or Mayor of the city of 
Brooklyn. Their conduct has done a good 
deal to make the election impossible of 
any man whom they favor, or are sup- 
posed to favor, for either of these two 
places. 











MOB LAW IN WYOMING. 


It is reported from Rock Springs, Wyo- 
ming, that ‘‘an amicable adjustment be- 
tween the company” (the Union Pacific 
Railroad Company) “and the Knights of 
Labor is expected ‘immediately.” This is 
perhaps the most astonishing announce- 
ment that has been made in connection 
with the disgraceful riot and massacre at 
that place. The “ Knights of Labor” rep- 
resent the white miners. How is an ami- 
cable adjustment possible between these 
white miners and their employers? The 
only adjustment consistent with equity is 
the prosecution of the white miners for 
their cowardly murders. 

Of course, not all of the white miners 
are individually guilty of murder. But 
their organization has behaved like 
a gang of cutthroats. A considerable 
number of them, perhaps a majority, 
were engaged in the work of shooting 
down unresisting and fugitive Chinamen, 
in violation of their own implicit pledge 
that the Chinamen should have a cer- 
tain time in which to leave the place. 
If they had driven out the China- 
men by their threats alone, the company 
would have been bound to protect the 
Chinamen, and should have refused to 
enter into any “amicable adjustment” 
that would debar them from protecting 
the men who were willing to keep their 
contracts. The actual case, however, is 
immeasurably worse than that. The 
strikers are not ‘“‘ boycotting” strikers 
merely; they are rioters and murderers, 
with whom no terms should be made ex- 
cept such as the criminal law provides. 

At such a distance from the machinery 
of civilization it might in many cases be 
thought hopeless to execute justice, even 
upon such wretches as these. No hand 
was raised by a white man to stop the 
massacre of Chinamen, and so far from 
expressing the horror which inspires 
civilized people at the thought of the 
atrocities of the mob, the newspapers 
of Rock Springs recounted these atroci- 
ties with a cynical and ghastly joy. The 
appropriate fate for a community of this 
kind would be that of Sodom and Gomor- 
rah, If there are ten righteous men in 
Rock Springs they have given no evidence 
of their existence. The massacre of the 
Chinamen would certainly have brought 
out all the decent people in the place to 
their support if there had been even a 


‘“‘remnant” of decent people who had | 


manhood enough to resist a series of cow- 
ardly murders committed within their 
knowledge. 

But now Rock Springs is no longer in 
the hands of the mob, The company has 
called upon the civil and military author- 
ities for help, and these authorities are in 
possession. The Governor of the Terri- 
tory isin the place. So are a number of 
troops sufficient to maintain order and 
enforce law. So are the Government 
Directors of the company, who are ap- 
pointed for the express purpose of seeing 
that the laws are enforced. These facts 
ought to take the adjudication of the dis- 
pute out of the hands of thecompany. The 
authorities would not have been justified 
in interfering if the case had been an 
ordinary trade dispute, Their interfer- 
ence was invoked and granted because the 
law had been broken and crimes had 
been committed. Now it is their business 
to see that peace is not restored except 
with justice, and that the criminals, 
instead of making an amicable adjust- 
ment, shall expiate their crimes. A mob, 
with the blood of fifteen or twenty men 
on the hands of its members, may be 
willing enough to say nothing about its 
murders and to let bygones be bygones. 
For the authorities to permit them to go 
on asif nothing had happened is to give 
the sanction of Government to mob 
law and to make an ‘“‘ amicable adjust- 
ment” with men who, on the showing of 
their own organ, are rioters, thieves, and 
murderers. It is not to be supposed that 
Gov. WARREN and the Government Di- 
rectors of the road will so betray their 
trusts and prostitute their powers as to 
permit such an adjustment or any other 
adjustment until the demands of justice 
have been satisfied.

FIELD was formerly a junk dealer, and in- 
flamed beyond the limits of self-control 
by hot and revengeful passions, was utter- 
ly unable to forbear the injurious publica- 
tion, it was still unnecessary for him to 
give it the cruel conspicuousness of itera- 
tion and typographical display. Was it 
not enough to publish this simple histor- 
ical paragraph: 

“In the ‘Manual of the Corporation of the 
City of New-York for 1854,’ page 330, appears in 
a ‘list of the licensed keepers of junk shops in 
the City of New-York, from May, 1853, to May, 
1854,° the name of ‘Cyrus W. Fretp & Co., No. 
287 Water-street;’ and on page 381, ‘Cyrus W. 
FIELD & Co., No. 184 Christopher-street.’ * 

Having thus searched his victim’s inner- 
most vitals with his baleful steel, need 
he give the weapon an ugly twist in the 
wound by parading forth this purely con- 
jectural card : 





CYRUS W. FIELD, 
Licensed Junk Dealer, 
No. 287 WatrER STREET, 
AND 
No. 181 CHRISTOPHER STREET, 
New York. 











There is not a scintilla of evidence that 
Mr. FIELD ever used such a business card. 
And if there were, the suggestion of the 
editor of the News that he would not be 
received if he should send in this card at 
the house of a Prince or Duke is imper- 
tinent. Mr. Cyrus W. FI£Lp’s visiting 
card is beautifully engraved and fault- 
lessly correct. It bears the names of his 
three residences—a London hotel, his 
house in Gramercy Park, and his house at 
Irvington-on-Hudson. "We donotsuppose 

r, FIELD ever sent in his business card 
to a Prince or Duke in the whole course of 
his life. He has learned far too much of 
the customs of polite society in the last 
thirty years to be guilty of such a solecism. 

None of Mr. FIELpD’s countrymen will 
think any the less of him after reading 
of his humble business beginning. It is 
no discredit to a citizen of the United 
States to have been a junk dealer, if he 
carried on that business under a proper 
license, and the ‘‘ Manual of the Corpora- 
tion” for 1854 settles that point. There 
is not a freeman among us who might 
not emulate the distinguished career 
of Cyrus W. Fizup. To have been a 
Water-street junk dealer; to have laid 
the first electric cable under the broad 
Atlantic; to have signed and sent a 
message to the Queen of Great Britain 
and Ireland, and to have received a reply 
from her Most Gracious Majesty; to have 
been President of the great and pros- 
perous Wabash Railroad; to have lifted 
Manhattan from 13 to 100 5-8; and finally, 
crowning glory of an illustrious life, to 
have conquered the friendship and in- 
timacy of Dukes and Marquises—this, 
this, Americans, constitutes a claim upon 
your lasting respect, a title to your af- 
fectionate regard. And no true Ameri- 
can heart will be any the less fond of 
Cyrus W. FIELD because he laid the cor- 
nerstone of his greatness in the shop of a 
licensed junk dealer. 








THE **‘ MIKADO” PIRACY. 


An esteemed contemporary, which has 
been prompt and full in its discussion of 
the ‘‘ Mikado” case, informs the public 
that, according to Judge WALLACE’s de- 
cision, “the author and the composer 
have, in effect, lost their exclusive rights 
by the publication of the piano copy.” It 
is a pity that so interesting a decision 
should be read so awry. The fact that 
any one can produce a “ Mikado” of his 
own preparation is disgracefully true, but 
it is very far from happening as above set 
forth, The case is amply worth analysis, 
for its facts illustrate pretty nearly the 
entire range of dramatic, literary, and 
musical copyright and playright at both 
common and statute law. 


It will clear the ground to get out of 
the way, upon Judge WALLACE’s author- 
ity, the confusing questions raised by the 
learned counsel. His Honor declined to 
discuss technical objections as to the form 
of the American copyright of the piano- 
forte score of the opera. Moreover he 
broadly intimated that there was no legal 
objection to an American securing such a 
copyright and transferring it to an alien, 
This is satisfactory, for it leaves the merits 
of the case to be discussed. 


Next it is advisable to reject as new all 
that was previously established law. Mr. 
GILBERT had copyrighted his amusing text 
in England, Under English law nobody 
within English jurisdiction could print 
or perform the dialogue without an agree- 
ment with the holder of the copyright 
and playright, the two going together in 
England. In the United States, however, 
nobody isin fear of the Queen’s law, and 
all Americans could do what they pleased 
with whatever they chose to steal. Steal 
is the word moralists use, although logi- 
cians and lawyers supply a suspicious 
amount of argument as to why it is an 
error to term taking without paying, 
and against leave, robbery. This is old 
law, and English robbers also justify 
themselves under it, under corresponding 
circumstances. The case with the vocal 
score is the same as with the libretto, It 
was published under British copyright and 
dedicated or abandoned to the rest of the 
world. There remain the instrumental 
score or orchestration and the pianoforte 
arrangement. The orchestration has not 
been published or copyrighted anywhere. 
It remains in manuscript. It has been 
performed before many thousands of peo- 
ple in England and America, but the 
composer can summon the common law, 
wherever the common law prevails, to 
punish whoever prints or performs what 
the law regards as personal and pri- 
vate property. That is also old law, and 








Judge WALLACE declares it anew. No 
one without license can produce or pre- 
tend to produce Sir ARTHUR SULLIVAN’S 
orchestration. The Judge does not leave 
this to inference. He says outfight that 
Mr. Durr does not pretend to produce 
that orchestration. That would be illegal, 
an actual fraud and unfair competition 


against which the law will protect Sir 
ARTHUR. 

This leaves to be considered only the 
American pianoforte copyright. In the 


use sought to be made of this lies the only 


the use of this melody as a basis for con- 
structing a full instrumental score—not 
Sir ARTHUR’s score, observe—was an in- 
fringement of the American composer’s 
and copyrighter’s rights, The cases near- 
est like this are those of ‘‘The Redemp- 
tion” and “ Iolanthe.” In each of those 
cases a pianoforte score had been pub- 
lished, but in neither case was a copyright 
taken. The decisions were blankly op- 
posed, leaving ‘‘ The Mikado,” if we are 
not in error, acase of the first impression. 
Judge WaLLAcE regrets that the Amer- 
ican statute does not protect the copy- 
righter in all legitimate uses of his priv- 
ileges. He intimates that, when such a 
case presents itself, the exclusive right 
to multiply copies of the pianoforte 
score will be maintained. But that 
is very different from the present case. 
In the first place, notwithstanding that 
the orchestration has not been published, 
the exclusive right to perform the opera 
has been abandoned, as above set forth. 
In the next place the pianoforte arrange- 
ment is certainly a musical and not a 
dramatic composition, and the American 
statute, which protects the playright of 
dramatic works, does not in express 
words protect the public performance of 
musical compositions. Or, even conced- 
ing the pianoforte arrangement to be en- 
titled to such protection as a dramatic 
work, it does not appear that the perform- 
ance of the opera with a score amplified 
from the pianoforte arrangement is a per- 
formance of the piano arrangement itself. 

Upon the whole it is abundantly clear 
that Messrs. GILBERT and SULLIVAN failed 
to protect themselves by the American 
pianoforte copyright. It is equally clear 
that they did themselves no injury there- 
by. Some doubt appears to be thrown 
upon the claim of such a piano arrange- 
ment to copyright as an original work. 
But it is expressly asserted that the use of 
such piano arrangement to produce an 
opera is an infringement of the copyright. 
Our esteemed contemporaries whe assert, 
or infer, differently cannot have read 
more than the misleading telegraphic ab- 
stract of the Judge’s views. Unfortu- 
nately thisis only a by-the-way remark of 
the Judge, but it is supported by. reason. 
and equity. 








THE TRANS-ANDEAN RAILWAY. 


The Canadian transcontinental rail-. 
way will be opened for freight and pas- 
senger traffic to British Columbia next 
month, There will then be four trans- 
continental railways in North America— 
The Canadian, the Northern Pacific, the 
Union Pacific, and the Southern Pacific, 
It does not seem probable that Senator 
WINDom’s projected line from the Gulf 
coast in Texas to the harbor of Topolo- 
bampo, on the eastern shore of the Gulf 
of California, will be built for some 
years to come. The surveys have been 
made, but nothing has been done in the 
way of construction, and the Mexican 
Government is preparing to vacate the 
concessions and grants, which were ob- 
tained by the projectors several years ago. 

Considerable progress has been made 
within a few years, however, in the con- 
struction of another transcontinental road 
that now almost spans South America, 
The expansion of the Argentine Republic’s 
system of railways and the remarkable 
development of that country’s natural 
resources indicate that intelligence, in- 
dustry, and energy are again to be 
powerfully exhibited in the temperate 
zone. The first section of the South 
American transcontinental road extends 
from Rosario on the River Parana 
westward to Villa Maria, and is 120 miles 
long. Another section of 82 miles Was 
built by the Government in 1873, and in 
1875 the line was extended 76 miles to 
Villa Mercedes. In 1880 the Government 
completed 59 miles more, taking the road 
to the city of San Luis. Two years later 
the rails were laid to La Paz, 75 miles, and 
in April last the completion of the line to 
Mendoza, 80 miles further, was celebrated 
by a grand festival. From that point a 
branch 100 miles long has been construct- 
ed northward to the city of San Juan. 


On the other side of the Andes the Chil- 
ians are using a railway 100 miles long, 
extending from Valparaiso to Los Andes, 
The gap between the Pacific and Atlantic 
sections of this trans-Andean road is only 
140 miles in length. The route has been 
surveyed through the Uspallata Pass, and 
it is believed that the missing link 
will be supplied within two years, 
The Argentine Republic has 2,800 
miles of completed road, with nearly 
900 miles more under _ construction, 
and two or three thousand miles pro- 
jected. The wild Indians that until re- 
cently held the plains to the northward 
have been subdued and colonists are 
taking their lands. The partition of Pat- 
agonia was followed by the complete 
overthrow and subjection of the fierce. 
savages who had roamed over the Pata- 
gonian prairies. Ranchmen now occupy 
the southern pampas. There are said to 
be 100,000,000 sheep grazing on the lands 
of the republic. When the projected 
railways shall have been built the coun- 
try’s surplus cattle, wool, and wheat will 
give it great power in the world’s markets, 

If the so-called republics to the north- 
ward would follow the example set by 
this confederation, the dream of HELPER 
might be realized. The first years of the 
next century might see the shining rails 
of the ‘‘ Great Backbone Road” extending 
from Alaska to Patagonia, From Vera 
Cruz in Mexico to San Juan is the gap to 
be spanned, with a few hundred miles 
from Mendoza southward to the Patago- 
nian plains. Perhaps we shall see the 
‘‘Three Americas Railway” by and by, 
Who knows? 











An interesting question concerning the 


dealings of the Union Pacific and Central 
Pacific Roads with the Pacific Mail Steam- 


ship Company has been raised by Secre- 
tary Lamar. The agreements under which 
these roads have paid the steamship com-

WHY MR. SEEBERGER’S FRIENDS ARE COM 
FIDENT IT WILL FALL TO HIM. 

Cuicaeo, Sept. 18.—Interest in the re 
maining Federal appointments for Chicago, 
which has been temporarily diverted by the 
struggle for the Presidency of the Young De- 
Mmocracy, returned again to-day and there 
is a great deal of wild speculation, espe- 
cially as to the Collectorship. It is con- 
ceded that unless some man who has not yet 
been talked of as Collector is appointed the 
office will go to F. A. Seeberger or James T. 
Healy. Mr. Seeberger is the candidate of the 
lroquois Club, and. Mr, Healy the candidate of 
Congressman Lawler. Mr. Seeberger is a hard- 
Ware merchant of wealth and the highest busi- 
ness and a reputation. He has never 
held an office and is not a politician. Mr. Heal 
is a meat packer, of fair reputation, and is a pol- 
itician. 

In 1878 the political control of Bridgeport 
which forms the greater part of the Second Con. 
gressiona District, was divided between me 4 
and Corporation Counsel Joseph . Bonfield. 
Charles Kern, the Democratic Sheriff, was re- 
nominated, and had running against him on the 
Republican ticket John Hoffman. The latter 
was elected by the votes of the Bridgeport dis- 
trict, and Healy, a Democrat, became a Re 
publican Sheriff’s chief deputy. 

The friends of Mr. Seeberger are confident 
that he will be the next Collector of this port, 
although they hardly expect an immediate Ye 
pointment. Their hopes are based upon the 
facts set forth in the following story, the truth 
of which is vouched for by one of the gentie- 
men present: On the evening of the 
first or second day after the inaugura- 
tion of President Cleveland a cozy little 
dinner party was held atthe Arlington Hotel, 
in Washington. Among the gentlemen present 
were Daniel Manning, Smith M. Weed, Patrick 
Kelly, the Democratis National Committeeman 
from Minnesota; Erskine M. Phelps. President 
of the Iroquois Club; Senator Gorman, and §, 
Corning Judd, Judge Lambert Tree, J.W. Doane, 
Collector Jesse Spaulding, and F. A. Seeberger, 
of this city. The Federal offices in this city 
were discussed, and it was practically settled 
that Collector Spaulding should retain bis office 
until the end of his term, about Dec. 1, and that 
Mr. Seeberger should be his successor.

THE COINAGE OF SILVER, 


EX - SECRETARY WINDOM ADVOCATES A 
DOUBLE STANDARD. 

CuHIoAGo, Sept. 18.—Ex-Secretary of the 
Treasury Windom, who was in town to-day, was 
asked what he thought of the proposed com- 
promise on the silver coinage question. 

“Ido not think it will suit the silver men,” 
Mr. Windom said, “‘although there are some 
things to be said in its favor. But it will be 
asked, why not issue certificates on iron, 
or copper, or anything else where the fluctua- 
tions are not very great? The compromise, if 


adopted, will, of course, do away with 
the double standard, silver becoming simply 
merchandise. In my opinion a double standard 
in which silver floats at its value is the best 
for this country, but I also believe that 
the present forcing of silver coinage to 
cord it up in the ‘Treasury, while 
not of immediate danger, is unsafe. Two 
moneys of unequal values cannot circulate side 
by side for an extended period. The time will 
come when the poorer will drive out the the bet- 
ter. If a man bas a ragged one-dollar bill 
and a bright, new  one-dollar bill he 
will always keep the new _ one. It is 
on this principle that the gold will be hoarded 
and disappear from sight the instant a panic be- 
gins. The result will be, if, as I do 
not believe they will be, the present cou- 
ditions are allowed to run on that there would 
be a frightful contraction of the currency, and if 
the alarm became still more severe, to force the 
Government to suspend the payment of the 
legal tenders in gold. I can see the possible 
dangers, but not being in a position where it 
was necessary Ihave not thought out as care- 
fully as [otherwise would the meuns of avoid- 
ing them.” 

“Can you give in a general way your opin- 
ion ?”’ 

* 1 would like to see gold and silver the stand- 
ard, but with enough metal in the latter to 
tloat it of its own accord. This, of course, 
would be the gold standard on the start, but 
fluctuation in the values of the metals would 
reauire another adjustment.”

HE JURY CONSIDER HIS CASE 


TWO HOURS. 
@1RS. HANNONS LAST TALK WITH HER SON 


—SHOT WITHOUT WARNING—THE PRIS- 
ONER SAYS IT WAS AN ACCIDENT, 


Peter Smith, who is on trial in the Court 

of General Sessions for shooting John Hannon, 
‘ was obliged yesterday to face the mother of the 
murdered man and listen to testimony from her 
lips, which put him in the light not only of an 


assassin, but of a coward as well. Mrs, Hannon 
told her story yesterday for the first time, 


She was dressed in mourning, and as she 
recalled the incidents attending the death of 
ber son her testimony was frequent- 
ly interrupted with sobs. The prisoner 
kept his eyes cast on the floor throughout the 
morning. Mrs. Hannon said her son was 30 years 


old, and had always lived at home; that at the 
time of his death he was acting as a night watch- 


man at the foot of East Thirty-eignth-street. 
She had visited him at Bellevue Hospital after 
the shooting, and described how she sat on the 
edge of the bed with the dying man in herarms. 
She was told to relate the conversation which 
took place and began, in a dialogue recital, at 
the point where she first entered the room. 

*“ Johnnie, me bye, are you shot ?” 

“Yes, mother, I am. Will you take me home? 
They can do nothing for me here. The bullet 
that Pete Smith put in my head is in it now and 
wiil soon fetch me.” 

* Johunie, weren’t they terrible ?”’ 

“ Yes, and cowardly. They shot me while I 
was layin’ back without givin’ me no show. [ 

was in a doze when I heard the steps comin’ to- 
ward the door, and when I opened my eyes Pete 
Bmith and Sweeney stood in front of me, and 
Smith was holding a pistol right in my face. I 
couldn’t holler, for there wasn’t a minute be- 
tween me seeing ’em and getting shot.” 

The son, it was said, had stated that the reason 
the men came down tothe dump so early was 
because he was generally alone at that time. He 
had, however, been afraid of an attack on the 
day in question, and had asked Tracy (who tes- 
tified on Thursday) to stay all night with him. 
The day previous Sweeney had visited him 
in company with another person, and 
from subsequent events Hanncn was of 
the opinion that the assault would 
have been committed that dayif he had not 
then bad a friend stopping with him. Mrs. Han- 
non gave an account of an altercation between 
ber son and Smith which occurred two years ago 
and to which she was an eye-witness. The prose- 
cution offered this portion of her testimony as 
evidence of a motive for the crime. The two 
men at that time came to blows, but were sep- 
grated by friends. Smith threatened then to 
shoot Hannon. 

Mary Breslin, a stepsister of the dead man, 
who visited him once in the hospital, told of an 
aileged interview with him. much the same as 
that testified to by her mother. Among other 
things she testified that Hannon said: ** Smith 
murdered me and Sweeney drank my blood.” 

Three witnesses were put on the stand for the 
defense who said that on the day of the shooting 
they were in a saloon on Thirty-eighth-street, 
near First-avenue, and heard Hannon invite 
Sweeney to come down to the shanty on the 
scow and meet some girlsinthe evening. The 
men, it was said, parted in a friendly manner. 
Then the prisoner himself was placed on the 
stand. In answer to questions he said 
that he had carried a pistol since Decem- 
ber last by the advice of a policeman to protect 
himself from a burglar with whom he had 
had some trouble. **On the day of the shoot- 
ing,” he continued, “ I met Sweeney by chance 
and we had a drink together in a saloon near the 
foot of East Thirty-eighth-street. Sweeney 
spoke of the invitation Hannon had given him 
to come down to the shanty and asked me to go 
with him. Then I went into an adjoining room 
and while there transferred my pistol from my 
hip pocket to the inside pocket of my 
coat. I returned to the barroom, forgetting 
pbout the revolver, and found Sweeney 
bad left and was on his way to Hannon. I fol- 
lowed Lim, and we entered the shanty on the 
pcow about the same time. We had been there 
pniy ashort time when I wanted my handker- 
phief, and pulied the pistol out with it. It was 
fischarged, but in what mannerIdo not know. 
‘That man’s shot,’ said Sweeney, pointing to 
Hannon, and we started for the police station to 
yetaid. On the way we were arrested.” 

The prisoner denied much of what the police 

ad said occurred on the night in question. The 

ecorder handed Smith his pistol and asked him 
to illustrate the manner in which thw alleged aoc- 
cident occurred. His counsel objected, but the 
court insisted, and did not appear well pleased 
at the result. 

Insumming up their case the defense accused 
the District Attorney of putiing words into the 
mouths of Mrs. Hannon and ger daughter be- 
fore they were placed on the stand. The re- 

orted sentence ““Smith murdered me and 
Coanner drank my blood” was described as be- 
Ing beyond the intellect of a manin Hannon’s 
btation. 2 

The jury retired at 7:30 o’clock. The court 
took a recess for two hours, and at the expira- 
tion of that time the prisoner was again brought 
in. .Then came the 12 men who were to determine 

his fate. ** Defendant,” calied the clerk, ** look 
upon the jurors. Jurors, look upon the de- 
fendanot.” As the prisoner obeyed the summons 
he read his doom in every face. The foreman 
was asked for his verdict and answered solemn- 
ly: ** We find the defendant guilty of murder 
in the first degree.” 

mgd inate stood as motionless as a statue. 
An officer touched him on the arm, and he 
turned mechanically and followed him out of 
thecourt rocm. Tne defense moved fora new 
trial on the ground that the verdict was against 
law and the evidence in the case. The motion 
was denied, and the prisoner was remanded until 
Wednesday next. 





AMUSEMENTS. 


A DISTINGUISHED HARPIST. 

A short and stout elderly gentleman, at- 
tired in the characteristic morning dress familar 
to all persons who have attended London day 
performances, was the centre of a group of 
musicians assembled at Chickering Hail yester- 
day afternoon. His distinctly foreign appear- 
ance gave him special prominence among his 
friends and acquaintances, and whoever has 
Jooked upon the engravings of celebrated com- 
posers and virtuosos published 20 or 80 years ago 
would have poiated him out promptly as hay- 
ing figured in their company. The stran- 
ger was Herr Carl Oberthiir, a composer 
and harpist of European repute, and the 
people gathered to meet him were brought 
together by Mr. and Mrs. G. W. Morgan and 
Miss Maud Morgan. Herr Oberthtir was born in 
Munich in 1819, and was celebrated at an early 
Stage of his art career as a harp virtuoso and 
composer. After establishing his fame in Ger- 
many he went to England, and has dwelled in 
London since 1844. To American musicians and 
audiences Herr Oberthiir is chiefly known by 
his compositions for the harp, Besides pro- 
ducing many brief pieces for his favorite instru- 
ment, Herr Oberthtir has composed two operas, 
entitled, respectively, Floms de Namur” and 
“The Spirit of the Hartz Mountains,” a sym- 
phony called ** Lorlely,”* for harp and orchestra, 
peveral overtures, &c. A few weeks since he 
determined to pay a fiying visit to the United 
States, chiefly with a view to maki@g some ar- 
rangements with American publishers. He ar- 
rived here Tuesday, and has already journeyed 
‘westward as far as Cleveland, eastward as far as 
Boston, and northward as faras Niagara Falls. 
- Herr Oberthiir sails for England to-day, 
e will scarcely have remained here long enough 
—the sojourn requisite to the bringing forth of 
a tome of impressions extending usually over a 
full week—to write a book. It is consoling to 
mention, however, that his stay has not 
proved briet enough to keep a small represen- 
tation of the American public from enjoying a 
taste of his quality. Herr Obterthtir revealed 
himself to the assemblage at Chickering Hall 
yesterday asa harpist whose execution is solid, 
powerful, and brilliant, and ee. all who 
came into direct contact with him with his 
amiability and refinement. He played, among 
other numbers, an overture of his own for harp 
and organ and & pretty berceuse by Hassel- 
manns,a French confrére. r. G. W. Morgan 
was the organist, and among his solos were his 
“Reminiscences of Tannhiiuser.”” There were 
also harp performances by Miss Maud Morgan, 
who interpreted very daintily Herr Oberthtir’s 
* Fairy Legend.” The oocasion was an interest- 
ing one, and will be pleasantly remembered.

TO OPEN THE RECONSTRUCTED ACADEMY 
ON OCT. 26. 
The reconstruction of the Academy of 
Music is very nearly completed. The rew seats 
in the orchestra, designed by Mr. Leroy, Presi- 


dent of the Board of Directors, will be in ‘place 


by Friday next, and if it was necessary or desira- 
ble to hurry the work the new house could easily 
be thrown open to the public by Oct. 1. The up- 
holstering of the seats will be in crimson, which 
is the prevailing color of the decorations, artists 
declaring that no shade is so well calculated to 
bring up the delicate tints of ladies’ garments 
under the gaslight as crimson. 


It was the intention of the board to signalize 
the opening of the reconstructed Academy by a 
gracd musical festival early next month, but 
this programme has been abanboned in defer- 
ence to Col. Mapleson, who has succeeded in 
making his peace with the Directors, and wilt 
open the Academy on Oct. 26 with a season of 
Italian opera, to last six weeks. One of the Di- 
rectors, in speaking of this prospective season 

esterday, said: “The board has nothing now 

ut the most friendly feelings toward Col, 
Mapleson, whom it recognizes as the man who 
has done more than anybody else to trans- 
plant Italian opera. The Academy was buiit 
originally for the production of this kind 
of opera, and feel that. something 
is due in to Colonel. His 
heart is all . but he has a 
great deal of trouble with his artists, 
which has forced him at times to break the 
promises he had made to the Directors. We can 
understand this and excuse it. He is a man 
easily excited, and has made charges against 
the board at times which I am sure he was sorry 
for afterward. However that may be, he has 
been kept thoroughly posted in regard to what 
we have been ae with the house, and we 
have concluded to let him have it again. He 
has not signed the contract yet, but that isa 
mere formality which can be complied with 
when he arrives. Having decided to lease him 
the house, we thought that justice to him re- 
quired us to give him the privilege of first 
throwing it open in its new dress, and we have 
accordingly refused to book a great number of 
attractions that have applied for the Academy 
for dates prior to Oct. 26.” 

“Is Col. Mapleson to have the house, as in for- 
mer years, free of rent?” the reporter asked. 

“Col. Mapleson will pay a stipulated rental for 
the use of the Academy, which has been esti- 
mated so as just about to cover the running ex- 
penses of the bouse, and the stockholders will 
retain the use of their boxesand seats. We have 
no desire to make money out of the Colonel, but 
we want the relations between him and the 
board in the future to be those of business, as 
mantoman. We give him no guarantee against 
loss, as we have done in former years. He must 
look out for his own finances, and I believe 
when he finds that he cannot lean upon us he 
will manage to make both ends meet. You 
know the cry has gone out that Italian opera is 
dead in New-York. We don’t believe this, and 
we rely on Col. Mapleson to prove that Italian 
opera is still a very lively corpse.” 

** Has he furnished the board with a list of his 
company ?”* 

**Not yet, but we are looking for his pro- 

tusevery day. It ought to come soon, as the 
lone! and his company are booxed to sail in 
the City of Chester on Oct. 13, and he certainly 
ought to send his plans on .n advance of him. 
He has promised to make his opening night one 
of great éclatand worthy of the magnificent 
house which is waiting for him.

ELOI SYLVA’S FIRST VISIT TO AMERICA— 
WHAT HE HAS DONE ABROAD, 

Among the passengers who stepped off 
the steamer City of Rome last evening was a 
pleasant looking young gentleman somewbat 
below the middle size, with a fresh rosy face, 
and a light colored beard, and dressed in a dark 
gray suit and derby hat. This was the tenor, 
Eloi Sylva, who, during several years past, has 
achieved so much success and won 80 many ad- 
mirers at the Imperial Theatre, in ‘St. Peters- 
burg, and who will appear forthe first time in 
this country in the Metropolitan Opera House. 
He warmly wore a TIMES reporter who was 
introduced by his manager. L. M. Ruben. and 
said that the ocean vorage had done him a great 
deal of good, although the first few days were 
quite stormy. He had iust come over from Bel- 
gium, where he had gone after terminating his 
engagement at St. Petersburg. 

“How did you like St. Petersburg ?” the re- 
porter asked. 

**T liked it very well.” replied the singer. “I 
was there for five years, and made many friends 
among the Russians.” 

“Did you grow tired of the piace that you 
left it?” 

“No, that was not the reason. 
Italian opera there this season. The national 
party is dominant, and everything is Russian 
there now—even operatic singing. It is not on 
account of any race or national prejudice, but 
they seem to be enthusiastic over the native 
tongue just now, and one hears Russian and 
Russian everywhere.”

“They are not bad artists, and they have a 

few good compositions of Rubinstein and others; 
the remainder they have to translate. They 
have been ime J Italian operas into Rus- 
sian, and will sing them only in that language 
= now. That much for the popular feel- 
ng. The aristocracy, however, still cling to 
old associations, and will hear nothing sung but 
Italian opera. There may, however, be some 
other reasons for suspending Italian opera in 
St. Petersburg. It is very expensive, and a great 
deal of money has lately been spent in Russia. 
Consequensy. they think it necessary to econo- 
mize somewhat.”’ 

M. Sylva was born in Belgium and studied in 
Paris with the great Dugrez. He made his 
début in Lyons in 1868, and was then engaged 
at the Grand Opera House, and sang in “ Rob- 
ert,” “l’Africaine,” ** Les Huguenots,” and “La 
Juive.” He next sang at the Thé&tre de la 
Monie, in Brussels, where he was engaged for 
five successive seasons. Then he went to Berlin 
and St. Petersburg. His great success here was 
in “*Nero.” His favorite rdles are in the operas 
of Meyerbeer, Wagner, Verdi, and Halevy. He 
is pansouasey fond of oratorios and classical 
work, in which he has achieved great success. 
The part of Robert le Diabie is one of those he 
likes best. It is his intention to apply himself to 
the study of the English lenguage, and he hopes 
to be able to be heard in English. The evening 
breeze from the river was becoming raw and M.

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GOVERNMENT AND CHINESE AUTHORITIES 
INVESTIGATING THE OUTRAGES. 
CHEYENNE, Wyoming, Sept. 18.—Three of 
the Government Directors of the Union Pacific 
Railroad—Gen. E. P. Alexander, M. A. Hanna, 


and James W. Savage—are at Rook Springs in- 
vestigating the circumstances attending the late 


outbreak. They gcavea hearing yesterday to the 
committee of citizens who had previously pre- 
sented their case to Mr. Bromley. the representa- 
tive of the company, The case was presented in 
much better shane than upon the former occa- 


sion, and the causes of complaint were made 
more intelligible and clear, although nothing 


new appeared as tothe alleged grievances against 
the Chinese or against the employes of the 
mines. The same rule was observed with regard 
to the circumstances immediately connected 
with the outrages, all the witnesses refusing to 
say anything whatever concerning the attacks 
upon the Chinamen and the burning of their 
quarters. The examination was chiefly con- 


ducted by Judge Savage, who was materially 
assisted by Mr. Hanna, who is himself a mine 
owner and familiar with the subject of miners’ 
grievances. Every opportunity has been fur- 
nished the citizens and miners to present their 
grievances. The Government Directors decided 
upon the facts as shown to send the following 
dispatch to Secretary Lamar: 


The undersigned, Government Directors of the 
Union Pacific ilway, pursuant to Jaw report that we 
have made an investigation upon the spot into the al- 
legea qurens which recently occurred at this place. 
We find such a condition of affairs here as. in our 
opinion, endangers the property of the road, jeopar- 
dizes the interest of the Government, and calls for 

rompt interference. We think, therefore, it impor- 

nt that full authority should be given to the proper 
officers to afford ample assistance to the managers in 
their efforts to protect the property of the company 
and conduct the business of the road.

The Chinese Consul at San Francisco, Cal 
Bee, and the Chinese Consul at New-York are 
here with a Chinese interpreter to make a thor- 
ough investigation, on behaif of the Chinese 
Government, of all the circumstances concerned 
with the outbreak. They are ordered here by 
the Chinese Legation at Washington. Cal Bee 
has already had the remains of some of the 
Chinamen who were killed exhumed. It was 
found in two instances the skulls of 
the Chinamen were fractured, indicating 
that they were killed in a struggle at 
close quarters. The Consuls have offered a re- 
ward of $15 each for additional bodies found 
in the vicinity. Accurate returns as to the 
number of Chinamen killed cannot yet be made, 
but so faras can be now learned there are 15 
missing, and the whole number killed is 25. Cal 
Bee has made up his mind from conversations 
with citizens and officers that any attempt to 
bring the offenders to justice through the local 
authorities wil! fail. Itis his intention to tele- 
graph the State Department, through the Lega- 
tion, calling for more rigorous measures for the 
prosecution of the criminals by the United 
States courts, under the provisions of the treaty 
with China. Cal Bee says ail the proceed- 
ings that have been had in the matter so 
far are a bold farce, and unless the 
matter is taken in hand by the United 
States authorities there will be nothing done. 
He finds that 11 of the Grana Jury, before 
whom the cases of the men already arrested 
will go, are citizens of Rock Springs. Several 
of them are miners, all of whom are sympathiz- 
ers with the rioters. Of the petit jury 14 of the 24 
are from Rock Springs. Cal Bee states one re- 
markable result of the inquiries, that not one 
oft the men engaged in the outbreak was an 
American-born citizen. He deems it especially 
significant that the outcry against the Chinese, 
which is depended upon to justify the outrages, 
comes from men who are not themselves na- 
tives, and many of them not citizens, of the 
United States. 

Under instructions from the Attorne¥V-General 
United States District Attorney Campbell came 
ap from Cheyenne this morning to assist the 
Chinese Consuls in_their investigation of the 
affair. Adjt.-Gen. Williams. of Gen. Schofleld’s 
staff, has telegraphed Gen. Schofield a statement 
of the situation, and given it as his opinion that 
in consequence of the amount of guard duty to 
be done 100 more soldiers should be sent here. 
Gen. McCook is here, having in charge the Chi- 
nese Consuls, with instructions to give them the 
most complete protection, even from insult and 
incivility. It is thought work will be resumed 
in two of the mines on Monday. An opportunity 
will be given to all the white miners, who have 
not been discharged for participation in the 
riots, to resume work if they choose. If they do 
nut their places will be filled by other white 
men, and they will be discharged from the com- 
pany’s service. 


TOO MANY APPLES. 





CONNECTICUT FARMERS HAVE NO USE FOR 
THEM—CIDER MAKERS OVERSTOCKED. 

Nrw-HAvEn, Conn., Sept. 18.—Connecti- 
cut’s farmers are troubled just now by having 
too much of a good thing on their hands. This 
isa condition of affairs that doesn’t often happen 
with the tillers of the soil in the Nutmeg State. 
Usually the trouple is that there is too little. The 
rocky hills are none too fertile, andin half the 
agricultural towns the population is decreasing, 
while the Ricardian acres are becoming more 
numerous every year. But this season the farm- 
ers find themselves overloaded with one crop, at 
least, for even if the hail has damaged the tobac- 
oo, and the potato andcorn fields are not doing 
their duty, the apple trees are loaded down as 


they haven't been for years. As usually happens 
in such cases, nobody expected to see a big 
apple crop. The trees blossomed in a promising 
way, but their flowers had been just as thick in 
seasons which preceded Autumns marked by 
light apple crops. Then a few weeks latera 
very plague of worms swept throush the west- 
ern part of the State, until the green landscape 
was marked here and there by unsightly patch- 
es ot a dull brown wherever a swarm of in- 
sects had settled upon a promising orchard. 
The pests did their work thoroughly, and when 
they disappeared hundreds of trees had been 
stripped of their foliage. It was not until Sep- 
tember came that fruit growers fully realized 
how prolific were their orchards. All sorts of 
fruit had done well, but the apple was far in 
the lead. The trees were heavily iaden, and the 
farmers were left to settle the probiem 
of what to do with the crop. It took 
very little time to overstock the market. 
That was done two or three weeks ago, and now 
in many districts remote from the larger towns 
and cities, it hardly pays to gatherthe apples. 
Not only is the quantity unusually large, but 
the quality also, is high. From the New-York 
to the Rhode Island line it is the same. Trees 
that have not borne a bushel] of apples in three 
years are heavily weighted. Thousands of bush- 
els of apples will be wasted in Connecticut this 
year, because it will not pay the farmers to pick 
and barrelthem. Even the cider milis cannot 
make the surplus available. Cider this year will 
be abundant and cheap, but the present crop 
cannot be ground up and be put into the presses. 
Many of the old mills have fallen into decay and 
few new ones have been built in their places. 
Applejack, the far-reaching liquor, has lost much 
ot its old-time hold upon the popular heart, and 
the old-fashioned stills have gone the way of the 
old cider mills. Therefore all the apples cannot 
be made into cider, vinegar, or brandy. There 
must be a great waste all over the State, even if 
the presses are kept running night and day. 
In fact, the farmers find too many apples are al- 
most as bad astoo few. They say that the pres- 
ent cropisthe heaviest known since the war. 
For once at least the amount of the yield of 
their orchards is a positive injury to them. 


THE TOBACCO CROP IN NEW-YORKE. 

SyRacouseE, Sept. 18.—No point in New- 
York grows as fine or such quantities of tobacco 
as Northwestern Onondaga, in the towns of Ly- 
sander and Van Buren. Baldwinsville is the 
market for the crop from which thousands and 
thousands of cases are shipped to New-York, 
Boston, and Philadelphia, and even as far south 
as New-Orleans. Buyers sent out by the large 
New-York firms have already begun to arrive at 


Baldwinsville, where they will remain during 
the Winter securing crops in all stages of 
preparation for market. Many crops were sold 
on the ground, or before being harvested. Few 
crops are heid over fror one season to another, 
as prices drop generally on old crops. Thomas 
Kratzer has just sold his last year’s tobacco for 

cents per pound, having been offered 11 
cents in March. The crop this year isa particu- 
larly qa“ one—both in yield and quality. It 
bas all been harvested without injury by frost 
or hail. During the last week the market has 
been quite lively, about 500 cases having been 
disposed of. Prices have varied from 38 to 10 
cents. 

The tobacco crop has never been surpassed in 
thissection. Some of the veteran growers say 
that they are just waking up in regard to this 
great industry, the production of fine Havana 
tobacco, to which the soil is so well adapted. 
The weather is first-rate for curing fancy lots, 
ener are sO much sought after by New-York 

uyers. 








VETERANS FROM BOTH ARMIES. 

HARRISONBURG, Va., Sept. 18.—This has 
been a gala day for Harrisonburg. The New- 
England Veterans, excursionists, numbering‘2u0, 
arrived this morning and were met by acom- 
mittee of citizens, Confederate veterans, and 
citizen soldiery. Mayor Bryan delivered the 
speech of welcome, which was responded to by 
Gen. E. H. Rhodes, of Rhode Island, Vice-Presi- 
éent of the Veterans’ Association. Judge Paul, 
of the Onited States court, also made a band- 
some speech. At 1 o'clock tne excursionists 
were given an open air dinner, and at 4 o'clock 
lunch was served. The best of feeling prevailed 
throughout, and a good day’s work was done 
toward establishing closer relations between the 
North and the South.

EXPECTATIONS OF THE GRANT 
MEMORIAL COMMITTEE. 
A LONG LIST OF SMALL COLLECTIONS 


TURNED IN YESTERDAY, MAKING THE 
TOTAL AMOUNT NOW $78,867 05. 


The Grant Monument fund crept very 
close yesterday to $79,000, and the hopes of the 
committee were raised that the week might end 
with a total credit of $80,000, which was the sum 
set early in the week as the height of expecta- 
tions. It is known, indeed, that enough to raise 


the total above that sum has been subscribed 


through various business channels down town, 
Prompt returns will make the week altogether 
an encouraging one. The nature of yesterday's 
subscriptions indicated that the trade collections 
are still advancing, although slowly.

The following report, recommending a site for 
Gen. Grant’s permanent monument, was pre- 
sented to the Park Board yesterday: 


“In accordance with your request we have considered 
the question of the proper boundaries for the Grant 
memorial grounds, apd recommend that the territory 
to be included should be situated at the northern ex- 
tremity of what may be termed the formal arrange- 
ment ofthe Riverside Drive, and at the southern end 
of what may be called the terminal loop, as shown on 
the accompaying map. The main objection that has 
been made to the sityation of the Grant monument on 
Riverside Park is that, being a burial spot. it is not 
well placed in a pleasure ground. The territory we 
recommend to be taken has therefore been selected 
with the desire to meet this objection fairly, but with- 
out sacrificing 7 of the essential requirements of a 
suitable site for this grand publicmonument. By the 
construction of the rond marked AA on the plan it 
will be seen that the selected territory becomes a sepa- 
rate precinct, sufficiently dissociated from the park to 
be dedicated anew as a memorial ground, and as city 
thoroughfares lead directly to it the idea of isolation 
from the park can be emphasized to any extent that 
your department may consider expedient. 

It isnot our province to indicate any plan for the 
treatment of this ground, but it is necessary to point 
out here thatan archway for the purpose of furnish- 
ing a line of protected transit for visitors on foot may 
be arranged at point B onthe plan. Such an archway 
would take its natural place in the design when found 
to be needed, and would furnish asuitable approach 
from the §park systemlof walks,at the same time mark- 
ing precisely the intended line of separation between 
the pleasure grounds proper andthe memorial grounds 
attached to the Grant Monument. The occupation of 
this interior site by an architectural feature of magni- 
tude cannot be said tointerfere at all with the public 
enjoyment of the rpecial landscape effects of the Park, 
which are unquestionably the exterior river views. If 
no structure should be erected herethe space would 
doubtless be pianted agreeably, but as there would, 
of course, be carefully designed plantations of trees 
and shrubs in connection with the monument this 
source of effect would be a into play to the full- 
est possible extent, The position is manifestly & com- 
manding one,and we feel certain that within the 
bounaaries recommended a site of ample dimensions 
for the permanent monument may be prepared. 

The general plan of the Riverside Drive up to this 
turn is for the most part quite regular and on a large 
soale, but a sudden break occurs just atithis point. One 
branch of the drive takes a westerly direction and one 
a northerly, while the walk system alters froma 
straight to a winding course; there is consequently 
every opportunity to emphasize still further an strongly 
marked variation in the srtistic motive of the plan, 
and we therefore. feel justified in suggesting at the 
close of this report that your department take ad- 
Marner. of the evidenfly undetermined state of the 
grounds in this vicinity and consider this important 
monument as the proper keynote forsuch further im- 
provements as in your judgment ought to be made in 
this neighborhood in the future. Faspecstally,

OBITUARY. 


JOHN CAMPBELL SHAIRP. 

Prof. John Campbell Shairp, LL.D., bet- 
ter known to the literary world as * Principal” 
Shairp, died in London early this week. He was 
born in Scotland at Houstoun House, Linlith- 
gowshire, and was educated at Edinburgh Acad- 
emy, Glasgow University, and Balliol College, 
Oxford. He was appointed by the late Dr. Tait, 
since Archbishop of Canterbury, Assistant Mas- 
ter of Rugby School, and was soon afterward 
made Professor of Humanity at the United Col- 
lege of St. Salvador and St. Leonard’s at St. An- 
drews. He held this position for seven years, 
and in 1868 was made Principal of the college. 
Three years later he was elected Convocation 
Professor of Poetry at Oxford. Prof. Shairp’s 
best known works are “ Kilmahoe, a Highland 
Pastoral,’ with other poems, that were pub- 
lished in 1864; **Studies in Poetry and Philoso- 
phy,” published in 1868; ‘** Lectures on Culture 
and Religion,’”” pubiished in 1870, and ‘The 
Poetic Interpretation of Nature,” published in 
1877. One of his later works is the life of Rob- 
ert Burns of the English Men of Letters Series. 


HENRY R. SELDON. 


Ex-Judge Henry R. Seldon died yester- 
day morning at his home in Rochester. He was 
born Oct. 14, 1805. Twenty years later he went 
to Rochester, and began to practice law. He 


was nominated for Lieutenant-Governor on the 
first ticket put up in New-York State by the 
Republicans, and was elected by a large majori- 
ty. In 1862 Gov. Morgan appointed him to the 
Chief-Judgeship of the Court of Appeais. He 
was connected with the first development of 
telegraphy, and was President of the first com- 
pany formed to push the invention. In 1879 he 
retired from publio life. He leaves a widow, 
three sors, and two daughters, The date for the 
funeral has not yet been decided,

It was one of the gentlemen referred to, ina 
checked suit partly concealing the boating 
clothes worn underneath, who gave the com- 
mand to cast off the lines. He was no less a per- 
sonage than M. Federici, of R. D’Oyly} Carte’s 
comic opera company, and who is now  per- 
forming in the title rdle of ** The Mikado” at 
the Fifth-Avenue Theatre. The ladies and gen- 
tlemen about him were fellow-members of 
Mr. Carte’s company and the occasion for 
their being upon the Acacia was a proposed 
boat race between four-oared crews selected 
from that organization. The affair bad grown 
out of an earnest emulation between certain of 
the gentlemen concerning their respective abili- 
ties as oarsmen, and had been furthered by Sir 
Arthur Sullivan and Mr. Carte, the latter of 
whom had offered a set of prize meaals'as an in- 
centive to a display of skill between the rival 
crews. The latter had been buta few times in 
practice upon the Harlem and each was as nerv- 
ous as a ballroom débutante of 16. 

The Acacia made a tanding just above the 
Ninth-avenue elevated railroad bridge, and 
there she took aboard a party consisting of Sir 
Arthur Sullivan, Mr. D’Oyly Carte, Miss Helen 
Lenoir, Mr. G. Frank Moseman, and several 
other members of the ‘ Mikado” organization. 
A few minutes later the two boats’ crews left 
the launch at White House float, near High 
Bridge, and took to the water in their rowing 
costumes and barges. The crews wore as dis- 
tinguishing articles of dress, white and blue 
caps, respectively. The ** Whites’? were Charlies 
Pounds, otherwise known as Nanki-Poo, Captain 
and stroke; William Brownlow, No. 8; L. Roche, 
No. 2; George Thorne, Ko-Ko, bow, and F. Fed- 
erici, ** The Mikado,” coxswain. The * Blues” 
were L. Lees, Captain and stroke; J. Stevenson, 
No. 3; C. Lee, No.2; P. Charles, bow, and 
Greatbach, coxswain. The Whites’ barge was 
named the Centennial and that of the Blues the 
Occident. The distance the two crews had to 
row was a mile upstream. A swarm of shells, 
working boats, Whitehall and other oraft lay 
clustered about the starting point, their occu- 
pants laying upon their oars and amusedly wit- 
nessing the efforts of the two four-oars to get 
into position. The Captain of the Acacia was 
constituted referee, and the boats were ordered 
into line. 

*“* Are you ready ?”’ and then “toot” went the 
launch’s whistie. Three oars out of the eight 
went into the water. No. 8 of the Blues forgot 
to put his in, and so did every man in the * Mi- 
kado’s” boat. ‘* Come back,” yelled the man 6n 
the Acacia; ** Come back,” echoed the ladies, and 
they ‘“‘came back,” that is, the Blues did, for 
their boat was the only one which had any head- 
way on it. 

* Now, both start together,” gravely remarked 
Sir Arthur Sullivan. “ Yes, both start to- 
gether,”’ repeated Mr. D’Oyly Carte, and then 
the whistle was again blown. This time six oars 
gripped the river, the two delinquents 
being in the Whites’ craft. Back again 
to the starting line came*sthe boats, 
and a third attempt was made, success- 
fully at last. Eight spiashes, which sent 
sheets of water ail over the rowers, and 
the barges wabbled on their way amid 
much enthusiasm displayed by the people on the 
launch and on the other craft in the vicinity. 
For a few moments it looked as though one or 
the other barge would capsize, so excited were 
the oarsmen to get the best of thestart. But 
they finally settled down to work, and the Whites 
began to draw ahead. “Go it Biues,” shouted 
an enthusiastic partisan on the Acacia, “ Why 
don't you row ?”’ he added appealingly. 

Then a supporter of the menin white caps 
shouted words of encouragement to his favor- 
ites and Sir Arthur Sullivan and Mr. D’Oyly 
Carte impartially bestowed their sympathy and 
applause upon botn crews. The ladies were quite 
wild with the excitement of the contest and first 
encouraged the Blues and then the Whites as the 
chances of either crew appeared to be growing 
better or worse.

THE UNPOPULAR SPARROW, 


HE DECEIVES HUNTERS AND APPEARS IN 
MARKET AS A REED BIRD. 


PHILADELPHIA, Sept. 18.—The reed bird 
shooters, sportsmen, and pot hunters are being 
amazed by the invasion of armies of English 
sparrows upon the marshes, who have at length 
found out that the reeds are succulent and 
nourishing, and have abandoned house eaves 
and rain spouts for new fields. The plumage of 
the sparrow is not unlike that of the reed bira, 
and the flight or the two is remarkably alike. 


The pugnacious sparrow bas sunk for the nonce 
his combativeness and consorts with the reed 
bird most lovingly. The consequence is 
that the flocks which rise before the sportsman’s 
gun are so mixed up that he hastokill any 
number of sparrows to get a meas of the others. 
A pot hunter toid a reporter to-day that on 
Tuesday morning last, on the marsh below 
Greenwich Point, out of four dozen birds that 
he shot only eight were reed birds, the balance 
being the strident birds that have not only be- 
come such a nuisance in the city, but are fast 
driving both song and game birds from 
the field and forest. There is no evi- 
dence as yet that the sparrows’ are 
driving the reed birds away, but they 
are becoming so thick on the marshes and out- 
number the gamy little feathered butter balls 
to such an extent that it is only a question of 
time when it will no longer pay to hunt for reed 
birds at all. if aman has to shoot a dozen spar- 
rows to get two reed birds now, it will not be 
long before he will have to shoot two dozen of 
the former to bag a solitary specimen of the lat- 
ter. This fact worries the genuine sportsman 
exceedingly, but the man who shoots only for 
the market is not so badly troubled. The 
sparrows fatten on reeds, but not like 
the reed birds, which, when in condition, 
are 80 many little lumps of luciousness. By 
carefuily plucking the fattened sparrows the 
pot hunters can pass them off for the genuine 
article on unsuspecting housewives and others 
whoare not gastronomical experts. Immense 
numbers are sold daily in the markets, and are 
served up at restaurants at reed bird prices. The 
complaint is general that from Trenton to the 
head of the Delaware Bay the sparrows fly in 
clouds, and when they are sitting and rise they 
carry the reed birds with them. They are so 
very similar that is oniy when the hunter picks 
up the game that he finds how grossly he has 
been deceived. He makes the best of it by, in 
his turn, deceiving the city buyers.

KILLED IN THE NEW AQUEDUCT. 
ACCIDENTS THAT RESULT IN THREE MEN 
LOSING THEIR LIVES, 

There were two fatal accidents in the 
thew Croton aqueduct yesterday morning, re- 
sulting in the loss of three lives. One was at 
Cut 18 B, an open excavation about three miles 
from Yonkers. Here the men were hard at work 
about 2:30 o’clock in the morning, clearing out 
the stone from the cut, This is done by means 
of large boxes raised by huge derricks a distance 
of about 25 feet. As one bux loaded goes up the 
Other degcends empty to be filled. A box con- 
taining about two tons of stone had arrived at 
the platform above to be unloaded, and the other 


had reached the ground inthecut. Standing 
under the loaded box were Patrick Collins, 
age 45,and John Butler, 22 years old. The lat- 
ter was directly beneath it when the cable broke 
and the box fell 25 feet upon him, crushing him 
to death. The edge of the box andsome bolts 
struck Collins, breaking his back and injuring 
him so that he died very shortly. It was purely 
an accident, and could not have been foreseen. 
Butler came from Milton, N. Y., and Collins is 
believed to have a brother living at Little Falls, 
N. Y. Coroner Mitchell was notified, and, after 
impaneling a jury and viewing the bodies, ad- 
journed the inquest until to-day. 

The other accident was at shaft No.7, be- 
tween Tarrytown and Sing Sing, on the con- 
tract of Brown, Howard & Co., and was the re- 
sult of pure carelessness and disobedience of 
rules made for the safety of the men. The shaft 
is sunk 163 feet deep, and the tunneling has pro- 
ceeded about 100 feet either way. It is a stand- 
ing rule that men must not ride on buckets go- 
ing up with a load. Despite this two men, 
machine helpers, named William McGrotty and 
John Shiner, stepped on the edge of a bucket 
loaded with drills to go up to the surface. They 
had tied a drill, about 12 feet in length, to the 
table so as to keep it perpendicular. It was 
dark in the shaft, as it was about 4 o’clock 
in the morning, and the men could not 
pee each other. Shiner took hold of the 
cable and drill, and McGrotty, it is supposed 
pniy had hold of the drill. As it was fastened 
poly at the centre the fastening acted as an axis, 
and Shiner accidentally pulling it over it threw 
McGrotty over the side of the bucket. McGrotty 
bung onin this perilous position as long as he 
could, and then feil 120 feet to the ground and 
was instantly killed. Shiner then left the bucket 
and crawled to one of the small platforms 
formed by timbers at short distances in the 
shaft. He had to do this, as the falling of Mc- 
Grotty caused the bucket to overturn when re- 
lieved of his weight. His cries for help were 
heard at the top of the shaft, and he was rescued 
by the fother workmen. Neither of the men is 
known to have any relatives in this part of the 
eountry. 

Coroner Mitchell was also summoned in this 
case and beld an inquest, when a verdict was 
rendered that McGrotty came to his death by his 
own carelessness while disobeying the rules of 
the contractors. This is the second death that 
has occurred in the same manner since the work 


was beeun.

THROWING OFF A BURDEN. 

A SAVING TO THE CITY IN CASES OF 
ALLEGED LUNATICS IN CITY ASYLUMS., 
It has been determined by Corporation 

founsel Lacombe that the city shali no longer 

be burdened with the costsof proving to be in- 
fane persons whose release from the municipal 

Junatic asylums is sought by their relatives, or 

by petty lawyers desirous to acquire notoriety. 

Hitherto it has been the custom of Mr. Lacombe, 

Rs it was that of his predecessors, to make re- 

turns to writs of habeas corpus in such cases, in 

accordance with the statements of the medical 
otficers in charge of the asylums, 

As those statements were invariably that the 
persons whose release was sought were insane, 
issues were raised that had to be tried. To sup- 

ort the statements of the asylum experts, 

he Corporation Counsti had to call in alienists 

of approved reputation whose testimony was 
not affected by the suspicion that they were act- 
ing under the impulse of self-interest. The 
municipal physicians were always exposed to 
the imputation that they persisted in declaring 
their prisoners to be insane because they did not 
Want to have attributed to them an inability to 
discover sanity in persons who had been con- 
fided tothem for treatment as insane. In the 
course of the trials it was also necessary to bave 
stenographers. ‘The city has always had to pay 
the fees of the expertsin alienism and of the 
gstenographers, thus assuming a large financial 
burden for the privilege of supporting insane 
spaupers. 

The purpose of the Corporation Counsel is 
hereafter to make returns in such cases, merely 
setting up that the persons indicated in the 
writs are held by the Commissioners of Charities 
and Correction because they were commutted to 
them as insane, and because the Medical Super- 
intendent of the New-York City Asylum had 
‘not given certificates that they were fit to be at 
large. By this course Mr. Lacombe will put upon 
the courts the task of ascertaining, in some way 
satisfactory to them and inexpensive tothe city, 
whether the persons under restraint are sane or 
dnsane. Areturn of this character will be pre- 
sented by Assistant Corporation Counsel Walker 
Hartwell to Judge Barrett, in the Supreme 
Court, Chambers, to-day,in the case ot Otto 
Meierhoff, whose discharge from the lunatic 
asylum is asked on the ground that he is not in- 
pane, butis the victim of his wife, who profits 
by his detention as a madman, inasmuch as she 
is in receipt of a weekly pension from a society 
to which he belongs.

THE FAST OF YOM KIPPUR. 
A DAY OF PECULIAR SOLEMNITY FOR THE 
HEBREWS. 

The Hebrews throughout the world are 
to-day engaged in the celebration of the most 
important event in the Jewish calendar, the fast 
of Yom Kippur, or Day of Atonement. This 
fast, which meets with a more general observ- 
ance than any of the numerous fasts in the 
calendar, occurs annually on the 10th day of 
the mouth Tishri,10 daysafterthe Jewish New 
Year, and is of 24 hours’ duration. During this 
period the orthodox Jew, who is true to the tra- 
ditions of his forefathers, abstains from all 
labor or employment of any kind, and permits 
neither food nor drink to pass his lips. Under 
the ancient law none was exempt from the ob- 
fervance of this fast except children of tender 
years, the aged and infirm, and the sick. The 
orthodox Jewish synagogues are open all day, 
and there is a continuous service from early 
morning until sunset, when the celebration is 
over. 

The fast commenced last evening and con- 
tinues until sunset this evening. The great ma- 
jority of the business houses Owned or con- 
trolled by Hebrews will be closed to-day, and 
the places of worship will be filled with congre- 
gations of devout worshipers. The services are

INSURANCE IN NEW-HAMPSHIRE. 

A special committee of the New-York 
ire Underwriters has prepared a circular stat- 
:ifig the position of the New-York underwriters 
on the subject of valued policy legislation such 
as has recently been enacted in New-Hampshire. 
The New-York companies have felt obliged to 
discontinue the insuring of property in New- 
Hampshire in consequence of the adoption there 
of the“ Valued Policy law.’* Several reasons 
are given for this action, among them the fol- 
lowing: The new law stimulates and encourages 
over insurance, an evil to which is to be attrib- 
uteda large proportion of fraudulent fires; it 
determines in advance the amount of recovery 
by the amount a dishonest person may be able 
to induce the company to take on his property, 
the value of which is peculiarly within his own 
knowledge; it changes thetheory of fire in- 
surance which has prevailed ever since its 
prigin, and its natural effect will be to the posi- 
tive disadvantage of honest policy holdersand 
to the advantage of designing and dishonest 
men. The names signed to the circular are D.

SHE DISPUTED TRACK CONNECTION. 
In the Superior Court, Chambers, yes- 
terday, Judge Ingraham decided that as he was 
sonvinced that the T'wenty-third-Street Rail- 
toad Company had a right to connect the tracks 
gf the Bieecker-Street and Fulton Ferry Rail- 
road, of which it is the lessee, with those of the 
Broadway Surface Railroad, ne would grant a 
peremptory mandamus to compel the Commis- 
hioner of Public Works to issue a permit author- 
izing the company to open the streets for the 
urpose of making the connections. Corpora- 
apion Counsel Lacombe has appealed from Judge

CHANGES IN HOSPITAL SERVICE. 
ROOSEVELT OBJECTS TO LOSING ANY OF 
ITS TERRITORY. 

Commissioner Thomas 8. Brennan, of 
the Department of Charities and Correction, had 
a conference yesterday at the Central Office with 
Police Commissioners French, McClave, Voor- 
his, and Porter about the proposed change in 
the ambulance system which will become neces- 
sary next week when the new emergency hos- 
pital in Gouverneur-slip is opened. Other 
changes will be necessary when another emer- 
gency hospital is opened on the East River 
front between One Hundred and Eighteenth and 
One Hundred and Twenty-fifth streets. Sucha 


system will insure on the east side rapid atten- 
tion and treatment for sick or injured persons, 
and if they can bear it they will be taken by 
boat to Bellevue Hospital, so that their condi- 
tion will not be aggravated by transportation in 
ambulances, which, however well they may be 
constructed, are not comfortable vehicles on 
stone-paved streets. 

Nothing was definitely arranged yesterday, 
but it is certain that the Gouverneur-slip hos- 
Coens will do service for the Seventh, Tenth, and 

birteenth Precincts, and the Sixth Precinct, 
which is served by the New-York Hospital, will 
be served by the Chambers-Street Hospital. 
There is some feeling manifested about a pro- 
posed arrangement to give the New-York Hos- 
pital the Twentieth Precinct, which will leave 
the Roosevelt ig with but one precinct, 
the Twenty-second, Such a system would give 
the New-York Hospital an immense territory. 
a compromise has been suggested by which the 
Roosevelt Hospital is to have one-half of the 
Thirty-first Precinct—the territory included by 
Forty-second and Eightieth streets Sixth and 
Eighth avenues and the North River—but Mr. 
McClave, who espouses the cause of Roosevelt 
Hospital, argues that the territory added is not 
the one-twentieth of the importance of that 
taken away. The matter will not be settied un- 
tilailthe hospitals interested are represented 
before the Pojice Commissioners. Whatever 
the result may be the public will gain. 
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PACIFIC SUGAR MONOPOLY. 
HOW CLAUS SPRECKELS RETAINS HIS CON- 
TROL OF THE CALIFORNIA MARKET. 
Referring yesterday to a dispatch from 
San Francisco that Claus Spreckels and the 
American Sugar Refinery of that city had 
joined hands in asbarp advance in sugars, jus- 
tifying the advance ona rise in sugars in this city 
based on the failure of the beet crop in Europe, 
Mr. Barstow, of thefirm of De Castro, Donner 
& Co., said yesterday: “It is safe always to as- 
sume that the Californians will squeeze all they 
can on arise in New-York. Sugars have risen 


here in round numbers for all kinds 1 
cent a pound. It is not due to _ the 
failure of the beet crop in Europe, how- 
ever, but to a cause that recurs every 
year. From late in August uutil early in 
October, during the canning and preserving 
season, sugars always advance, People may sup- 
pose that this is our harvest time, but we trade 
on the same margin as during the rest of the 
year. If we eoula buy raw sugars at low prices 
we could sell without an advance. Raw sugars 
go up for this brief period and refiners have to 
advance prices. It is true, 1 suppose, that 
Spreckels and the American company, although 
pretending to be rivais, reaily work on an under- 
standing. They can do as they please out there. 
Their practice is to keep prices about 1 cent 
higher than ours. They might make prices 5 
cents higher and yet oe us out, for as soon as 
we shipped sugar there they would drop at ouce 
below our prices. The Pacific slope is theirs ab- 
solutely. For that reason any adyances they 
make are of interest only to the custom they 
contro!.” 

The power of the California refiners was illus- 
trated by another dealer in sugar, who said that 
in addition to their exceptional advantages in 
the Sandwich Isiands, they controlled railroad 
shipments 60 that no one else could compete 
with them. Freight on sugar from here to Chi- 
cago, one-third of the way across the continent, 
is of a cent a pound. From here to San 
Francisco the rate is arbitrary, standing nomi- 
nally now at $1 85 per 100 pounds, allowing the 
San Francisco refiners to keep prices2 cents a 
pound in advance of Eastern prices without 
fear of competition. By habitually restricting 
their prices to 1 cent a pound higher, even with 
their exceptional advantages, they think they 
are conferring a great favor on their customers.

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FLAMES SPREAD QUICKLY. 

Mr. and Mrs. B. M. Mallon opened 
last Spring a liquor store at No. 261 West 
Twenty-seventh-street. The place consisted of 
a roomy saloon over which was adwelling of 
two stories with an extension in the rear, where 
the stock was kept. Over the extension was the 
carpentering loft of Isaac Terrell. At No. 259 
West Twenty-seventh-street were half a dozen 
wood manutacturing and other industries, and 
the premises were filled with inflammabie ma- 
terials extending far toward Twenty-eighth- 
street. At 8 o’clock yesterday morning fire 
broke out in the extension to the liguor saloon, 
and was so fierce that. when the firemen ar- 
rived it had seized on the saloon, the dweil- 
ing—in which slept Mrs. Lillian Bloom, a widow, 
ber sister and husband, all of whom had to 
fieo in their night clothes—and two floors of No. 
259. The firemen saved this building, but the 
extension store and loft were badly gcutted, and 
the dwelling was burned in the rear. Mrs. 
Mallon claims a loss of $1,500. She was insured 
for $2,000 in the German-American Company. 
The losses of Terrell, Charies Thomas, cabinet- 
maker; Adolph Koechling, upholsterer; Victor 
Buhr, cabinetmaker, and W. H. Burnap, maker 
of electrical machines, are about $800. Mrs. 
Bloom loses $200, and the damage to the build- 
ings is $700. Inmates of adjoining houses, 
frightened by the fire, took most of their prop- 
erty to the street, so that it was more or less 
damaged by dirt and water.

RECKLESS DRIVING IN THE STREETS. 
Frank Fox, a truckman, 60 years old, 
was knocked down and run over by a Daily 
News distribution cart, in Centre street, near 
Pearl, about 5 o’clock yesterday afternoon. Mr. 


Fox was crossing the street and the cart was 
going at break-neck speed. While Mr. Fox was 
lying prostrate one of the wheels of the cart 
passed over his head, injuring his skui]. Patrol- 
man Harper, of the Sixth Precinct, carried the 
injured man into a neighboring drug store, 
where his injuries were attended to. The driver 
of the cart proceeded on his way at the same 
high rate of speed.

DEALERS IN COUNTERFEIT MONEY AT WORK 
IN THIS CITY. 

Mr. Horace Jackson Severance lives in 
Adams, Moore County, Minn., and keeps a livery 
stable there. New-York swindlers picked him 
out four months ago as a good subject to prac- 
tice on, and he received a letter signed John 
Kellerhan, No. 391 East Tenth-street, informing 
him that the writer had heard of him 
as an honorable gentleman. The said 


writer had money “good as real,” and was 
willing to sell $4,000 of it for $800. 
The writer asked to have the letter returned, and 
Mr. Severance took it to a friend in the banking 
business, had copies of it made, and sent it back. 
The writer wanted Mr. Severance to use “G 100” 
asasignature. The next letter said the writer 
would be pleased to meet the livery stable keep- 
er, and directions were given which ** must be 
followed explicitly.” He must telegraph when 
he left home, must send several telegrams en 
route, and, above all, confer with no one else 
nor talk to any one on his arrival. 

Another letter told Mr. Severance to stop at 
the Ashland House, Twenty-fourth-street and 
Fourth-avenue, and wait fora man who would 
say: “ How do youdo,G 100?” Healsoreceived 
ag printed circular, headed ‘Read this: Care- 
fully,’ which impressed upon the recipient the 
necessity of following instructions, and then 
gave incidents where persons had lost the chance 
of suddenly acquiring wealth by neglecting to 
follow advice giventhem. Mr. Severance came 
on jto New-York on Thursday and told why 
he came to Mr. Brockway, proprietor of the 
Ashland Hotel, and the latter notified Capt. 
Clinchy. Detective McCarthy took room No, 102, 
and Mr. Severance was put in the adjoining 
room. 

A darky came in, looked over the hotel regis- 
ter, walked up to Mr. Severance’s room and 
handed him aletter asking foraninterview and 
signed John Kellerhan. McCarthy collared the 
negro, who gave his nameas William Curtis and 
said the note was given him by astranger. He 
was taken to Police Headquarters and was said 
there to bea runner: for Barney McGuire, one 
of the leaders in the counterfeit bill swindle.

CLUBBED BY BRUTAL POLICEMEN. 

When the 8:30 P. M. train on the Penn- 
sylvania Railroad arrived at Waverly, N. J., 
Thursday night a great crowd, who had been 
attending the State Fair at that place, boarded 
the train. In this throng were two brothers 
named Dean, from Rahway, accompanied by a 


friend. When the conductor came along for 
their tickets it was found that one of the 
brothers had that portion of the excur- 
sion ticket which read “ from Rahway to 
Waverly.” The conductor refused to accept 
it and demanded the fare to Rahway. Mr. Dean 
refused to pay his fare as he had paid it once, 
and if there was anything wrong it was the fault 
of the conductor of the train he came down on. 
The mistake could easily have been made, as the 
train was greatly overcrowded and much haste 
was necessary to get all the tickets before reach- 
ing Waverly. This explanation did not satisfy 
the conductor, and he again demanded the fare 
to Rahway, which was refused. The conductor 
then left the party and sent word to the Eliza- 
beth station to the police. 

As soon as the train stopped at Elizabetn five 
or six policemen entered the car and were 
diected by the conductor to the party from Rah- 
way. The gentieman who held the disputed 
ticket was ordered by one of the officers to pay 
his fare or get off the train. This he refused to 
do and attempted to explain the facts to the of- 
ficers, but they were not disposed to listen. 
Upon his refusal again to get off or pay they 
commenced to club and beat the gentleman and 
drag him from the seat. His triends went to his 
aid, whereupon the policemen attacked them, 
beating and clubbing them without mercy until 
they were covered with blood from a dozen 
wounds and insensible. They then dragged them 
from the train and finally lodged them inthe 
cells of the police station. Much indignation 
was shown by those who saw the occurrence and 
an effort will be made to bring the policemen to 
justice.

A LANDLORD'S DUTY. 

Margaret Sullivan, who occupied the 
fifth floor of No. 152 Leonard-Street, sued her 
landlord, Max Danziger, in the City Court, to re- 
cover $2,000 damages for injuries received in 
consequence of the falling of the ceiling in her 
rooms. The defendant demurred to the com- 
plaint on the ground that it did not state facts 
sufficient to constitute a cause of action. Chief- 
Justice McAdam overruled the demurrer. ** The 
landlord of a dwelling let in tenements,” he 
said, *‘is under a legal obligation to keep the 
ceilings securely fastened so that they 
may not, by falling, do damage to the 
tenant or his property. The landlord is 
not responsible for failure to perform 
this duty unless he has notice of the defect, so 
as to be chargeable with neglect. In the present 
case the plaintiff alleges that the ceiling became 
dangerous, that the landlord was called upon to 
perform his duty, and refused to do so, and that 
the injury complained of followed in conse- 
quence of the falling of the ceiling, and that the 
plaintiff was free from fault. Under such cir- 
cumstances the complaint alleges facts sufficient 
to constitute a cause of action, and is not open 
to demurrer. The question whether the plaintiff 
was free from faylt must be passed upon at the 
trial, and may involve questions of law and fact 
which will then be appropriately disposed of, 
Demurrer overruled and cause ordered on trial 
calendar.”

RESIGNING AFTER TEN YEARS’ SERVICE 

Corporation Counsel Lacombe yesterday 
accepted the resignation of Algernon §S. Sulli- 
van, the Public Administrator, the resignation 
to take effect on Oct. 1, as suggested by Mr. Sul- 


livan in his letter of lastSaturday, Mr. Sullivan 
has acted as Public Administrator for the last 
10 years, and during that period the administra- 
tion of the office has been such as to commend 
the holder of it to every good citizen. The Com- 
missioners of Accounts recently investigated tne 
books of the Public Administrator, and made a 
favorabie report on them tothe Mayor. Mr. Sul- 
livan, 1n his Jetter to the Corporation Counsel, 
says that he never intended to hold the position 
so long, and his present resignation is final. 
During his long term he has made judicial ac- 
countings in the Surrogate’s Court numbering 
nearly 1,000, and neither he nor his office proctor 
ever accepted any fees or allowances for their 
services. Nearly 2,000 cases have called for his 
consideration, and they involved almost every 
point that can arise in the practical administra- 
tion of estates.

The Summer Home of the Children’s 
Aid Society at Bath, Long Island, for well chil- 
dren, and the Health Home for sick children on 
Coney Island are now closed for the season. A 


large work of charity has been accomplished 
this Summer forthe poor children of the tene- 
ment houses. At the Health Home — 3,991 
mothers and infants have been sheltered 
and treated, 2,701 being there only for a 
day and 1,290 under medical care for a 
week. The principal diseases were cholera in- 
fantum and intestinal disorders. No deaths oc- 
curred in the Home, and only two after reach- 
ing the city. Hundreds of lives were saved. The 
beautiful pavilion erected by the Misses Rhine- 
lander has been a great source of health and 
pleasure to the poor womenof thecity. The 
Summer Home at Bath has brought refresh- 
ment and health to 4,395 little ones from the 
tenement houses, 2,812 spent a week there, and 
1,583 came for the day. The chiidren returned 
much improved in health and very happy.
